Summary of Hefos from the Far East. 


JAPAN. 
OSAKA AND HI0GO. 
The Japan Times Overland Mail, of May 2, announces that the 
Mikado has left Kioto and is now in Osaka. His leaving Kioto is 
in itself a revolution, and we may well believe the report which 
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has reached us that he has offered to the Ministers to throw open 
the whole of Japan to foreign trade and travel. On the 18th 
April the Mikado passed in review the European men-of-war 
lying there—a small steamer, the Vayasaki, being put in requisi- 
tion as his yacht. On the following day one of his Imperial 
Majesty’s uncles and a suite of kuges and Daimios visited the 
Dupleiz. Yverything passed off without accident in the happiest 
manner. 

A correspondent at Hiogo states that owing to the irregularity 
of the Paclfic mail steamers there is a strong desire that the 
P. and O. Company should start a branch service through the 
Inland sea (between Yokohama and Shanghai, calling at Hiogo 
and Nagasaki). A fair supply of tea | silk was offering at 
reasonable rates. Rice and copper cash were also being exported ; 
the chief foreign ‘goods in demand were black cloth, blankets, 
and rugs, rifles and ammunition. 

From Osaka we have no commercial news of any great import- 
ance. Everything is quiet, and the symptoms of a revival of trade 
are on the increase. The Mikado’s authority seems to be quietly 
acknowledged, and if civil war break out again it will be in the 
North. Subjoined is the ultimatum of his Imperial Majesty to 


| Stotsbashi ; opinion is divided as to whether these hard terms will 


be accepted by the fallen chief and his northern friends, but the 
balance of probability appears to us to incline to the affirmative. 
Stotsbashi’s policy throughout this long and delicate negotiation has 
been that of complete and self-denying submission—not to the 
southern Daimios, but to the Mikado—and this policy he is hardly 
likely now to change. Perseverance in it is his only chance of an 
ultimate return to office ; for it is not likely to be forgotten that, 
rather than involve the country in the horrors of a long civil war, 
he gave up all—place, dignity, wealth and power. His talents are 
indubitably great, and he | Deca in so eminent a degree the 
friendship and confidence of the Foreign Ministers, that he would 
be a valuable councillor to the Mikado, while really no good end 
is to be served by his destruction. It should be noted that Yoshi- 
Hisa is really the personal name of the late Shiogoon, Stotsbashi 
being merely the title of the office he previously held. He has 
left Yedo, but whether to return, in obedience to this mandate, 
to his father’s castle, or to gather strength elsewhere to resist the 
southern party, is as yet unknown. All that can be said is that 
resistance at this moment is less likely to be successful than if it 
had been attempted six weeks ago, and that, considering all 
things, the probabilities are greatly in favour of his acceptance of 
the Mikado’s terms.

“The conduct of Tokugawa Yoshi-Hisa having proceeded to 
such an extreme as to be properly called an insult to the whole 
empire, and having caused the deepest pain to the mind of the Em- 

eror, both sea and land forces were sent to punish him. Hearing, 

owever, that he is sincerely penitent, and lives in retirement, the 
excess of the Imperial compassion shall be exhausted, and the 
following commands be enjoined upon him; let him be respect- 
fully obedient to them. A period of eleven days is granted to him 
in which to comply with all these orders. 

“As the above period of eleven days is already a matter of 
great clemency, upon no account will any other request or com- 
plaint be listened to. The Emperor having established both his 
clemency and authority, will not allow any claims of alliance to 
have any influence with him. So be promptly obedient, and 
resort to no subterfuges. 

“ Article 1st.—Yoshi-Hisa having, on the 12th month of the last 
year and afterwards, insulted the Emperor, attacked the Imperial 
city, and fired upon the Imperial fizg, was guilty of a most 
heinous crime. The army was accordingly sent out to pur- 
sue and punish him. But as he has manifested sincere con- 
trition and obedience, has shut himself up in retirement, 
and begs that his crime may be pardoned: In considera- 
tion of the no small merit of his family which, since 
the time of his ancestors for more than two hundred years, 
has administered the affairs of the Government, and more es- 
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ecially of the accumulated meritorious services of Mito zo- 
Dainagon (the father of Yoshi-Hisa), for these various considera- 
tions, of which we are most profoundly sensible, we give him the 
following commands, which if he obeys, we will deal leniently 
with him, grant that the house of Tokugawa be established [7.e,, 
not destroyed from the list of Damios], remit the capital punish- 
ment [his crimes deserve], but command him to go to the castle of 
Mito, and there live shut up in retirement. 

“ Article 2nd.—The castle [of the Shiogoon] to be vacated and 
delivered over to the Prince of Owari. 

“ Article 3rd—All the ships of war, cannon and small arms to 
be delivered up; when a proper proportion shall be returned [to 
the head of the house of ‘Tokuwaga, which is reduced to the rank 
of an ordinary Daimio]. 

“ Article -4th.—The retainers living in the castle shall move out 
and go into retirement. 

“ Article5th.—To all those who have aided Yoshi-Hisa, although 
their crimes are worthy of the severest punishment, the sentence 
of death shall be remitted; but they are to receive such other 

unishment as you shall decide on. Let this be reported to the 

mperial Goverment. This, however, does not include those per- 
sons who have an income of more than ten thousand kokus. The 
Imperial Government alone will punish such.” 





YOKOHAMA. 

The present over due mail brings advices from Yokohama to 
the 3rd May. The outward mail of March 6th (the first under 
the new contract) was delivered on the 28th April, one day late. 
The New York sailed for San Francisco with the American mail 
on the same day. The following items of news are from the 
Japan Times :— . 

n our last we mentioned the visit to Yokohama of Ohara 
Sakino Gijiu. A higher officer of the Government is expected 
here daily, when the administration of affairs in this district will 
be formally, but quietly, handed over to him. No changes will 
be made in the subordinate offices, and only three, we are in- 
formed, in the higher departments of the local government. 
The foreign representatives acquiesce in the new order of 
things, and our quondam ally, “His Majesty the Tycoon of 
Japan,” is abandoned to his fate. This has been strongly evidenced 
during the fortnight by the conduct of the American Minister 
with regard to the Stonewall, which arrived on the 24th instant. 
This powerful vessel, as our readers will remember, was sent by 
the American Government to the late Shiogoon last year, 
and had been paid for by his agents some years previously. 
Had she arrived three months ago the Shiogoon might 
have been at this moment supreme in Japan; were she 
handed over to him now the northern chiefs might renew the 
‘war with a good chance of success. But General Van Valkenburgh 
evidently considers the question of ownership to be as yet un- 
decided. On her arrival, he ordered the Japanese flag to be hauled 
down and the American ensign hoisted, under which flag she is 
now lying in the harbour. She made a long passage, having left 
New York on the 28th of August last. This long delay apparently 
occurred chiefly while the ship was lying in intermediate ports, 
for her speed is undeniable ; she made the run ,from Honolulu 
hither in twenty-nine days. 

It is a noteworthy circumstance, by the way, that the Hawaiian 
Government, which takes every opportunity of cultivating friendly 
relations with Japan, advanced some thousand dollars for the 
Stonewall’s expenses while in the harbour of Honolulu. But for 
this she might be lying there to-day. 

Mr. Erasmus Gower, a civil engineer, whom the late Govern- 
ment engaged to report on some of their mines, and to suggest 
and direct improvements in their working, has just come down 
from the worth for machinery which he had ordered, and which 
is now lying here. He speaks most favourably of a coal mine on 
which he has been at work, and there seems to be & near prospect 
of its rapid and profitable development. In our next we shall 
probably be able to give a few details regarding this highly in- 
teresting subject. 

Three mails ago we reported the total loss of the Russian 
steamer Wolga, and the probable loss of one of her boats, which 
left the steamer with thirteen men in her and had not since been 
heard of. In her were Mr. Whittaker, assistant-engineer H.M.’s 
Rinaldo, and Mr. McCormick, a civilian passenger, with some coast 
seamen and Japanese. News has reached us of the missing boat 
—a Japanese having brought up information that some foreigners 
‘were on an island not very far from this. Mr. McOormick, a 
Portuguese named Jose, and the Manila men and Japanese are 
saved, but Mr: Whittaker, we regret to state, has succumbed to 
the hardships of the situation and is dead. H.P.M.’s Vineta went 
down to the island three or four days ago, but found it impossible 
to communicate with the shore, in consequence of severe weather 
and the heavy sea running. As soon as the weather moderates 
the men will be brought off. 

. REGINA ¥. SHORT. 

Decidedly the event of the fortnight has been a trial in H.B.M. 
Consular Court, in which, on the information of the Municipal 
Dictator (Mr, Martin Dohmen), Mr. Short, a banker, was sum- 
moned to show cause why he did not abate a nuisance caused by 
the prosecuting witness's neglect of his duties; and, in spite of 
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was fined five dollars, and, in addition, soundly rated by Mr. Lach- 
lan Fletcher, the Consul. The Japan Times publishes the pro- 
eeciings in full, but the facts may be summed up briefly as 
‘ollows :— 

Mr. Short was accused, under a criminal information, of infring- 
ing the municipal regulations by “allowing filthy matter to run 
from his premises into the public street.” On appearing before 
the Consul, he asked which of the regulations he had infringed. 
This the Consul declined to tell him, and insisted on an immediate 
plea of guilty or not guilty. Mr. Short naturally refused to plead 
until informed under what law he was to be tried; and aftera 
long resistance the Consul at length took down his protest. 
Mr. Short then tendered evidence in support of his protest 
to prove that the regulations had never been approved and signed 
by the Secretary of State, and published as directed by the Order 
in Council. This was refused. Mr. Short then objected that 
the summons was informal and contained a false statement ; 
the Consul himself admitted this, but said it was “a mere 
matter of form,” and of no consequence. The Queen, he said, was 


the prosecutor, and was represented by the Court. Mr. Short 
naturally asked whether the Court could be at once prosecutor 
and judge, to which the Consul replied affirmatively. Mr. Short 


pleaded not guilty, under protest. It then appeared that no wit- 
nesses had been summoned, and even Mr. Dohmen, the accuser, 
was not present. Mr. Short accordingly again claimed his dis- 
charge, but it was refused, and a constable was sent out to find 
witnesses. He soon returned, having caught a French marine, 
who gave some hazy testimony to having at some time or other 
seen some dirty water flowing out of the compound of lot 79, 
whereasfin the summons lot 78 was the subject of complaint. Mr. 
Short then preduced evidence proving that, if any nuisance existed 
at all, it was solely owing to a defect in a drain which the Muni- 
cipality were bound to keep in order. The Court, however, was 
deaf to all reason, and pronounced the sentence above recorded. 
On this, the report says, the whole of the spectators in court rose 
and left the room expressing their disgust. Mr. Short has, of 
course, appealed to the Supreme Court, 

The Japan Times in commenting on this says, “ Unless a vigor- 
ous stand be made at once here, and unless our efforts are well 
backed up at home, the opportunity which this case affords us of 
exposing the thorough imbecility of Consular Courts will be lost, 
and we shall have to goon for an unlimited period groaning under 
the tyranny of ignorance from which we have already suffered so 
much. Public opinion, once directed to this absurd 


| anomaly, will surely protest against entrusting the power of the 


law to men totally ignorant of law, against the danger of permit- 
ting a Consul to be judge, jury, witness and counsel for the prose- 
cution all at once, asin the case we record to day—against en- 
dowing a simple layman, with no special preparation whatever, 
with the functions of a Commissioner in Bankruptcy, Coroner, 
Judge in the Admiralty Court, Commissioner in Lunacy, Judge 
in the Divorce Court, Proctor, Notary Public, d&c., &c., &c.

CHINA. 
TIENTSIN. 

Dates by this mail are tothe 3rd May, and the following ex- 
tract from a letter published in the North Ohina Herald gives an 
idea of the position of the rebels, &c. 

May 1. 

“ About one.a.m. on the 28th ey his Excellency Chung gave 
information to Mr. Mongan, Her Britannic Majesty’s Consul, that 
Generals Le-hung-chang and Tso-tsung-tang were close at hand 
with large forces. Mr. Mongan early on the previous day had 
issued a notification to the public acquainting it that H.B.M. gun- 
boat Dove would supply the residents with arms, and that she was 
prepared to render every assistance possible in protecting the 
settlement. On the morning of the 28th April the United States 
Consul went down the river in the gig of the steamer Manch 
with Captain Clark, to make inquiries regarding the rebels from 
the villages where they were seen the previousafternoon. He found 
that the villagers had left their lags, and had passed the night 
on the opposite side of the Pehio. They pointed out a newly- 
made grave, where they said they had just buried one of their 
people who was shot through the forehead because he had ob- 
jected to let one of the rebels an off his horse on the previous 
day. They said the rebels had killed another man whose body as 
yet lay unburied in one of the houses in their village. They said 
that only some eighteen or nineteen rebels had come to their place. 
They pointed to a village in o southerly direction, where they said 
a party of the rebels had passed the night. They thought that 
another body had gone to Seer-shwing-koo, the town half-way be- 
tween Takoo and Tientsin. They said also that they had seen 
burning houses in a southerly direction all the Ly night. I rode 
to the Treaty Templein the forenoon and found that the Imperial 
force had been largely reinforced on the south gate. Some eight 


the clearest evidenos, and in defisnoe of law, justice and equity | hundred men passed through the gate.to the outside of the ram- 
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parts, while I was there, and took upa position about the eighth 
of a mile from it. A village was pointed out threo miles dis- 
tant which, I was told, was occupied by a body of rebels. 
I saw numbers of horsemen near it; but no movement was made 
by the Imperialists towards it, and no fighting took place while I 
was at the south gate. The superintendent arrived from the 
west gate, coming along the ramparts, while I was standing near 
the gate; and he told a gentleman present that the rebels, from 
the news he had received from his scouts, were making prepara- 
tions to leave the neighbourhood of Tientsin. The Imperialists 
later marched outside the ramparts down towards the river, going 
in an easterly direction. I have not heard ap to this hour (six 
p.m., April 28) that any fighting has taken place, but should I 
year any particulars regarding any attack on the rebel body I 
may yet be able to send you an account of it per -Wanchu. 

“T do not suppose, however, that the rebels entertain the least 
intention just now of moving on to Peking, for I imagine from the 
rumours current their object at present is to take Tientsin and 
make themselves masters of the river from Takoo to Peking, and 
thereby cut off the rice supplies for the capital, and in this man- 
ner make it more easily taken at a later day. If the rebels can 
maintain their ground on the sea-board for only a short period, 
they will no doubt very soon get supplies of munitions of 
war from the sea; it is therefore of considerable importance to 
the Imperial Government that they should adopt at once strin- 

nt measures to prevent this, which I do not, however, hear they 

ve'yet commenced to do. The merchant steamers are at present 
leaving Tientsin loaded with manufactures and opium, holders 
here fearing that the rebels may any day become masters of the 
place, when lawlessness may reign throughout the city and 
alas and the warehouses may be plundered or destroyed by 


“T have heard no news from Peking for some days past. Our 
races come off next week, but God only knows what may take 
lace here in the meantime to interfere with our position at 
‘ientsin.”

We have always strongly advocated a step in this direction, and 
are sure the companies will not lose by their resolution. A trip 
to the river or coast rorts is now attainable at reasonable cost. 

A powerful opposition line of steamers to the S.S, N. Company 
is spoken of, but has not, we believe, been decided on. A redue- 
tion in the number of their boats running on the Yantzo is an- 
nounced during the ensuing fortnight. The dull state of the river 
traffic at present renders a third boat unnecessary. 

The Island Queen went ashore, on her way to Foochow, ona 
rock not marked in the chart, and sustained somo damage to her 
bottom. She put into Chipoo, whither H.B.M.'s steamer Busilist 
went to her assistance, to protect her against probable danger 
from pirates.

The reports of mineral wealth in the Shantung hills, which 
tooks us by surprise some twelve months ago, are beginning to 
assume greater consistency. It was said last year that gold 
been found in the neighbourhood. Mr. Alabaster, wé hear, has 
just revisited the spot in question, and has brought back proof 
positive of its existence in the shape of that precious metal 
itself, some of which was washed out under his eyes. The 
“diggings” are about fifteen miles from Chefoo, and the gold was 
found within eight inches of the surface. The Chinese in the 
neighbourhood frequently wash for gold, but appear to do so more 
or less secretly, from fear of attracting the attention of the man- 


darins. They say that last year the yield scarcely paid the 
labour ; but they have difficulty in digging deep, as the water 
flows in, and they dare not erect pumping machinery.

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HONG KONG. 

The London mail of 27th March arrived out on the 6th May. 
The dates are now down to the 15th. One of the chief items of 
interest is that the Military Contribution had actually been 
enforced by the Governor, in accordance with strict orders from the 
Home Government. This isa sad commentary on the proceed- 
ings of the Association in London. The following is from the 
Trade Report :— 

A meeting of the Hong Kong Legislative Council has been 
held within the last few days. Four or five new ordinances were 
introduced, of which the one most generally interesting related 
to a new measure to be directed against piracy. This Govern- 
ment has been for some time, it scems, in correspondence with 
the authorities at Canton, through the British Consul, and also 
with the Minister at Peking, in reference to a scheme for 
disarming native vessels. It must be understood that almost 
all Chinese junks on this coast go about with complete batteries 
of big guns, supplies of ssinkpots, and so forth, ostensibly in- 
tended for defence against pirates. It is notorious, however, 
that large numbers of them are themselves pirates, who adopt 
the character of trading junks as a mere disguise. ‘The question 
how to deal with them is one replete with difficulty, inasmuch as 
there can be no doubt that the dangerous character of the coast 
dees expose any junks which may be bona fide honest traders to 
Piratical attacks. Sir Richard MacDonnell has urged, however, 
that at all events as faras the stinkpots are concerned, these 
are almost entirely weapons of offence, and last month the 
Viceroy of Canton issued a proclamation requiring the disarma- 
ment of all fishing boats after a certain date in August, and the 
total abandonment by all junks of the practice of carrying stink- 
pots. The ordinance now introduced is to enable the Government 
of Hong Kong to make similar regulations affecting the native 
eraft registered in this colony, and further to advance pari passu 
with the Chinese authorities of Canton in any further regulations 
developing the nen y sdopted policy which may there be 
introduc The new law will be of a rather sweeping character, 
but it may be regarded as experimental legislation, and if it be 
found to produce bad results the restrictions could be modified, 
The Admiral, Sir Harry Keppel, is understood to be in favour of 
the scheme—indeed, he proved, the Governor said at the Council. 
“a valuable ally’ in the negotiations between this Government 
and the Chinese authorities. 

Another meeting of the Legislative Council was held on the 
6th, at which various ordinances were introduced. Mr. J. P. 
Duncanson was sworn in as a member, in the room of Mr. Francis 
Parry, resigned. 

At this meeting of Council on the 6th the Governor introduced 
the Supplementary Estimates Ordinance, and said :—The esti- 
mated revenue and expenditure of the colony for 1867, was— 
revenue, 980,520 dols. ; expenditure, 997,305.60 dols. The actual 
revenue and expenditure—including, for the pee of compari- 
aon, the receipts and payments on account of the Imperial post- 
office has been—revenue, 963,519 dols. ; expenditure, 835,032 dols. 
The revenue, however, appears more productive than it really 
should do, because a considerable portion, viz., 66,300 dols., is due 
toa sale of land, which belongs more to capital than revenue 
and because a better system of collection of taxes enable 
nearly all the rates due for the year to be collected 
during the year, and cuneea ners left fewer arrears out- 
standing at the end. The Stamp Ordinance having 
been in operation only a few months during 1867, pro- 
duced only 28,232 dols., but the monthly collections show that 
the receipts to be expected from the shedule then in force would 

roduce in a year about the amount estimated, viz., 110,000 dols. 
Re receipts from the Junk and Registration Ordinance have more 
than doubled what was expected. The expenditure shows a de- 
erease of about 160,000 dols, but of this 94,000 dols. is caused by 
the non-payment of the Military Contribution, which forms a debt 
still due by the colony, and the remainder is one ged attri- 
butable to the postponement of important public works, more es- 
cially the reservoir at Pokefulum, the reclamation of ground at 
wrington, and the fortis of streets in Taipinshan. There 
is also a considerably diminished charge for gaols. The 
nominal excess of assets over liabilities, at the end of 1867, 
was something over 25,000 dols., or about that which was antici- 
ated last August, when the estimates for the current ycar were 
in course of preparation. The sup)lementary estimates now sub- 
mitted, amounting to nearly 135,000 dols., are not for any addi- 
tional expenditure, but are merely brought forward to cover cer- 
tain alterations which were found necessary ir the appropriation 
of the expenditure. The 135,000 dols. now asked for, therefore 
forms a portion of the 835,000 of expenditure above shown, the 
actual expenditure in accordance with the original estimates 
having been only about 700,000. The detailed estimates to be 
sent round to members indicate exactly the services upon 
which the different appropriations have been made. A con- 
siderable sum is shown as expended under the head of 
lice, the larger portion of which is connected with 

e raising and equipment of the Sikh force. In public works 
most of the alterations consist of small items which could not well 
be foreseen a yearin advance, and of payments not estimated—be- 

cause it had been anticipated that the works in respect of which 
the payments took place would have been completed in the pre- 
vious year. The greater part of the sums required for roads, 
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streets, and bridges are on account of Kowloon, the Government 
having been obliged to resume many of the lots sold. In special 
expenses there was a saving of most of the expenditure connected 
with a colonial gun vessel, but the purchase and fitting of a gun- 
powder depot and a floating police-station, and sundry other small 
expenses, have about exhausted the saving thus effected. The 
Ordinance was read a first time, and the Council then adjourned. 

The Daily Press on the Military Contribution says :—“ Parlia- 
ment, we have urged over and over again, and now we repeat with 
renewed emphasis, is the only arena where this matter can be 
fought out with a chance of success for the colonists of Hong 
Kong. The Hong Kong Association was formed to bring the 
matter before Parliament, and if its effortsto do this should break 
down on the present occasion, it seems to us that the only course 
open to the Association and the colony is to take steps by which 
its determination to gain a hearing, at all events, may be carried 
out. If the matter were once fairly discussed in the House, and 
our claims to justice were overthrown, it might be urged 
with some reason that it was useless to struggle with over- 
whelming force. We do not say positively even then that it 
would be useless. On the contrary, the one great lesson taught 
by all public events is that preliminary defeat generally precedes 
ultimate success, and that nothing is fatal to the chances of a 
political undertaking in a good cause, except want of courage on 
the part of those who have it in hand. To imagine, however, 
that we can be defeated at all until our case has been listened 
to in the House would be absurd. These annoying checks in the 
beginning are trials of patience, but are in no way indicative of 
the way in which the trial of the real issye is likely to go, when 
a hearing may be at last secured.” 

Amongst minor items of intelligence may be mentioned the ar- 
rival in Hong Kong recently of certain Annamite ambassadors, 
who have been sent to thank the Governor for the assistance he 
rendered to a party of Annamites, who were taken by pirates 
some months ago, and sold as slaves in Macao to the Coolie dealers 
—the “emigration agents” of that settlement. The story of the 
way in which these unfortunate persons had been seized leaked out 
while they were still in captivity in Macao and the intervention 
of this Government procured their release. They were sent to 
their own country, by means of a subscription raised in Hong Kong. 

It is to be regretted that some firms in Hong Kong are selling 
and delivering Barcpean imports to China on a credit of two and 
three months. They must have forgotten the sad result which 
attended this course at Singapore. It is sufficient to run the risk 
of the market, without delivering. 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer China was announced for 
San Francisco on the 25th May. Telegrams by her from Japan 
and China are now overdue. ‘ 

The April number of Notes and Queries has been received, and 
contains many interesting items. The China Magazine is going 
on; and Punch, we observe, is to die, after one year’s existence.

SINGAPORE. 

From this port we have dates to the 23rd May. The English 
mail of A rit 10th arrived out on the 12th May (one day early) 
and the French one of April 18th on the 20th May. odon 
telegrams had been received to May 8th. The following sum- 
mary of news is from the Straits Times Overland Journal of 
May 23rd :— 

The Malacca (with the present homeward mail) arrived from 
China on the morning of the 2!st and leaves with the home mail 
to-day at 2 p.m. According to the twenty-four hours in port 
clause in the contract she might have been despatched yeuarlay, 
but in deference to the expressed wishes of the community she 
has been detained until 2 p.m. to-day, her due date of departure. 

The fortnight has been a moderately lively one, politically 
and socially speaking. The Legislative Council have had tw» 
sittings, and all the most important documents which were laid 
before the Council at its opening have been published, and 
having attracted considerable attention, have caused some dis- 
cussion. . 

The question of most interest and importance has been the 
Supreme Court Bill, which has occupied most of the time of 
the Council, and is still under deliberation. The main point of 
interest to the community is, that the judges should be totally 
and absolutely independent of the Executive, any rule or regu- 
lation of the Colonial-office to the contrary notwithstanding. So 
fur as the amended Bill goes, this is secured, but the Governor's 
Commission gives him power to suspend any official. There is 
a strong and universal fecling that our judges should be ex- 
preasly excepted, should not be liable to be touched except by 
the Queen herself, who alone appoints them. 

The Race Ball went off with great ecla¢t and success in the Town- 
hallon the 12th May. There wasa large and brilliant attendanc: 
of ladies, and his Excellency the Governor and our learned Chief 
Justice honoured the company by their presence. The Govern or 
gives a ball in the Town-hall on the 26th May, in honour of ler 
Majesty’s birthday. 

To-day (Saturday, May 23) had been appointed by Government 
to be observed as a public holiday in celebration of the Queen's 
birthday by all Government officials, but owing to the mail leaving, 
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the mercantile houses and banks cannot observe it as such, and to 
take up for this, Monday has been generally agreed upon as a 
holiday instead. 

The Bell of Southesk arrived from London ‘at Tanjong Pagar 
th: 20th April with 865 tons of general cargo on board—this was 
discharged, and 817 tons of Singapore cargo shipped at the 
wharves in eight and a-half working days. She completed her 
Joading on Saturday afternoon, the 9th instant. Out of this time 
more than half a day’s work was lost by heavy rain. The Bell 
was only in port altogether twelve days. 

We have beeninformed that the Rev. Julian Moreton, chaplain of 
St. Saviour’s Church, Sarawak, has been appointed (by his Grace 
oe Secretary of State for the Colonies) Colonial Chaplain at 

enang. 

We understand that Dr. King, assistant colonial surgeon at 
Penang, has lately resigned his appointment, and intends shortly 
proceeding to India, where, it is said, he will fill a higher ap- 
pointment. We believe that Dr. Anderson, assistant colonial 
surg eon here, is to supply Dr. King’s place temporarily at Pe- 
nang,and Dr. Moniot will be appointed acting assistant colonial 
surgeon at Malacca,on the departure of Dr. Maingay to Burmah. 

We understand that the British ship Theresa, at present in our 
harbour, has been chartered by the Madras Government for the 
conveyance of native troops from that port to Hong Kong. It will 
be remembered that the last two mail steamers from Galle, viz., 
Ellora and Emeu, brought troops from Madres for Hong Kong. 

The weather has been very dry, and the atmosphere rather clase 
and oppressive during the fortnight. Latterly there has been a 
good deal of thunder, followed, however, by but little rain.

CHINA AND JAPAN IMPORTS. 


YoroHAMA.—The import dealers had shown more confidence, and though 





That one of the principal exports from Singapore to Great Britain 
and the continent of Europe is gambier, That this article js 
manufactured by Chinese settlers in Singapore, and is besides im- 
ported in large quantities from Johore and the residency of Riouw. 

“That gambier consists of the juice of the leaves of a shrub 
boiled down to a syrup and then dried in the sun. In Europe it 
isQused for the purpose of dying and tanning, and when mixed 
with water and reduced to a liquid form it should give little or 
no solid residuum. 

“That for some years past many complaints have been received 
by firms in Singapore exporting gambier of the article reaching 
Europe in an adulterated state, that is, mixed up with other sub- 
stances to increase its weight and bulk. Tanners in England, 
who have been in the habit of employing it in their business, com- 
plain that instead of getting a pure article as in former times, 
they now find it to contain from twenty to thirty per cent. of 
worthless refuse. 


little business had been done, there had been more talk about it. Cotton 
Yarn had been quitted toa fair amount, the lower prices tempting specue 
lators.

“That from inquiries recently made by members of the Chamber 
it has been found that in Singapore clay is mixed with gambier, 
and in some cases the article offered for sale appears to consist 
almost wholly of clay coloured with gambier juice. 

“That the practice of adulterating gambier to such a large ex- 
tent as has been ascertained to prevail is calculated to inflict a 
heavy loss on the trade of this Settlement, as if allowed to go on 
it will cause s serious falling off in the export and a steady dimi- 
nution in value. That already tanners in England who formerly 
used gambier are now substituting for ithemlock extract procured 
from America, 

_, “That under these circumstances your Petitioners ventured to 
bring the matter to the notice of your Excellency and the Honour- 
able the Legislative Council, in the hope that some means may be 
taken to prevent the injury to the trade of Singapore which the 
practice complained of is causing, and 

“Your petitioners humbly pray that a law may be passed pro- 
viding the summary punishment of persons proved to be 
guilty of adulterating gambier or other produce.

Hankow.—The demand for all descriptions of manufactured goods had

value, and 84 to 8} Ibs. were quoted, by last accounts, Tis. 2.2.4 to 2.8.0 
per piece. Heavy cloth was scarce, and firmer. For White Shirtings the 
demand had been trivial. T-Cloths had not been saleable to any extent. 
Grey Drills, of English make, had found buyers, in small lots, at better 
rates. Fancy Cottons had experienced a small inquiry, but at lower 
figures. Camlets had been dull of sale, and the same remark applied to 
Lastings. Scarlet Long Ells had been in speculative inquiry, and large 
sales had taken place at about last mail’s rates. Medium and Broad 
Cloths had experienced no change. Spanish Stripes bad been in no request. 

SHanGHalI.—Cottons: The market for all kinds of manufactured 
goods had been very quiet during the fortnight, and transactions had taken 
place to a very limited extent. Shortly after the departure of last mail 
telegraphic advices were received from England, via Kiachta, which 
strengthened the market for 8}1b. Grey Shirtings, the value of which ad- 
vanced to Tls. 2.2.7 to Tls. 2.3.8 per piece; later accounts from Tientsin, 
had, however, caused a reaction, and these goods could not be quoted 
higher than Tls. 2.2.3 to Tls. 2.3.0. per piece; 7lbs. have also given way 
in value. White Shirtings had found buyers to a small extent only, lower 
counts being those in most favour. T-Cloths had been in moderate inquiry at 
about last mail’s figures. In fancy goods not much business had been passing. 
Three vessels have arrived from England with general cargoes. Woollens : 
Spanish stripes, medium broad, and habit cloths had been in the most 
limited inquiry. Camlets had not met with much attention. Longells had 
been taken to a fair extent, and prices had improved. Lastings had not 
been asked for, The speculative inquiry for figured Orleans noticed in our 
last report had quite died out, and sales bad been on a small scale during 
the period under review. Metals: Flat and round, and nail rod iron had 
improved in value, and for the latter description a good demand had 
existed. Lead had declined in value, but at the reduced quota- 
tions there were buyers. For tin plates and steel the market had 
been quiet. Coals: The demand had been very limited, and although 
the arrivals had been unimportant, the market had shown less firmness in 
consequence. Cardiff were sold from ship in small lots at tls. 12.0.0 to 
11.7.5 per ton, but for a full cargo lower prices were offered. English: 
Sales have been made at tls. 10.7.5 from ship for a part cargo. Ame- 
rican: Without arrivals and transactions. Avstralian: The last arrivals 
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bal not been offered on the market. Formosa: Sales reported at tls. 7.5.0 
to 7.8.0 by the cargo from ship. Japan: Sales had been made at tls. 7.5.0 
per ton from ship. Arrivals had been: 2,804 tons from Great Britain, 
782 tons from Australia, and 644 tons from Japan; in all, 4,230 tone.

Foocnow.—The sales of manufactured goods had consisted of 800 
pieces, 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings at $3.20 to $3.25 per piece, and 1,200 
pieces T-Cloths at $2.60 per piece. Lead was in active demand, and a 
large quantity just arrived would not more than meet the immediate 
requirements of the teamen. Sales during the fortnight had been: 1,200 
piculs lead at $11 per picul ; 100 boxes tin plates at $10 per picul. 

Hoye Konc.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.’s circular offers the follow- 
ing remarks:—We have to report the largest fortnight’s business in 
manufactures ever known in the colony, though by far the greater portion 
of that business has been made up of speculative purchases by foreigners, 
who entered the market in consequence of the continued advices of 
advancing prices in Manchester. Attention has been particularly 
directed to Nos. 16 to 24 Yarn, and 84 lbs Grey Shirtings, though 
6, 7, and 8 Ibs. T-Cloths have also found some favour. Cotton 
Yarn: Sales of all kinds amounted to about 1,950 bales, including 
some 300 bales Bombay and 60 of Singapore cargo. ‘The advance 
in prices is $12.50 to $15.00 per bale, and the market closes very 
firm, though the inquiry has at present ceased. Piece Goods: We refer 
above to the large business in Grey Shirtings, and free purchases of 
T-Cloths ; 7 to 8.4 lbs. Grey Shirtings are up 10 to 15 cents, 8.8 to 10 
Ibs. do. 5 to 10 cents, and T-Cloths 10 cents per piece, and most other 
descriptions have similarly advanced, Brocades, Spotted Shirtings, and 
Chintzes being the exceptions. White Shirtings are in large supply, and 
not much inquired for. English Drills are wanted. There are no Ameri- 
can manufactures on offer, the small parcels brought by recent arrivals 
all going forward to Shanghai. Woollens: Transactions in these goods, 
as usual at this season, have been very trifling. Assorted Long 
Ells are nominally a little lower; Scarlet are unchanged. Blankets 
have further adyancec. Lastings and Camlets are rather firmer. 
Metals: Inquiry generally has been less active, and Nail Rod, Bar and 
Hoop Iron, Steel and Tin are a little lower. Wire is steady. Lead is 
again dearer, and Quicksilver has advanced 1$ per picul. Coal: Arrivals 
have been 560 tons Welsh, 1,820 tons Sydney, and 47 tons patent Fuel— 
almost all to consumers. The only sale has been 120 tons English at $14. 
Holders are firm at quotations. ‘The quotations were :—Grey Shirtings,

TEA. 

Yorouama.—After the departure of the last mail the market became 
quiet, and little business was done until the receipt of somewhat more 
favourable advices from home by the mail of the 6th March; since when 
operations had been on a larger scale, and settlements for the fortnight 
amounted to about 1,000 piculs, almost entirely for the American market ; 
Prices remained without change, but closed firm. Arrivals had been 
small, and stocks were reduced to about 800 piculs. The P.M.S.S. Co.'s 
steamer New York took 44,151 lbs. The quotations (laid down in London, 
all charges paid at exchange 4s. 54d.) were :—Finest, 1s. 6d. to 1s. 7}d.; 
Fine, 1s. 5d. to 1s. 64d.; Good Medium, 1s. 33d. to 1s. 5d.; Medium, 
Je. 24d. to 1s. 84d.; Good Common, 1s. 1d. to 1s. 24d.; Common, 
104d. to 1s. 03d. 

Hankow.—Advices had been received of the opening of the market up 
eountry at about the same rate in copper cash as last season, but the 
valae of this coin having depreciated, the cost in Sycee was about Tls. 1 
to 14 under last season. Frices, however, were expected to advance. No 
musters had come to hand, and ro reliable advices as to quality. Arrivals 
im bulk were net expected prior to the 23rd or 24th May. 

Kivxranc.—Advices from the interior report that of late the weather 
had been unfavourable for picking the leaf, and it was feared might injure 
the flavour of the Teas; it would certainly retard the arrival of first par- 
eels by at least a week. An unusually large number of Hongs had been 
opened, and it was surmised that there would be much competition, and 
that laying down cost of first parcels would be higher than that of last 
season. In the Hohow district larga quantities of tea were being prepared 
for the Foochow market. 

Suancuar.—The Chamber of Commerce report states :—"' Black : No 
business lias been transacted, and there is no stock remaining. The 
picking of the new leaf must have commenced some days back, and in the 
course of a few days information concerning its quality and price will be

received. Anxiety has been shown latterly, owing to the continued rain 
in the districts, and, should the weather not improve, it is feared that the 
quality of the crop will be affected by it. The weather this season shows 
a marked contrast to that of last. This year there has been much rain 
in the Tea countries, whilst last there was hardly a shower for months. 
Green: No transactions. Sun-dried musters of the new Pingsuey and 
Hoochow leaf have been received, and first chops of the former will pro- 
bably reach Shanghai in little more than a month hence. Natives state 
that the cost of the Pingsueys will be over that of last year, owing to 
increased competition in the district.” 

Foocnow.—Advices had been received from all the districts in the in- 
terior, and reported an active competition for first parcels of leaf, and the 
purchase of considerable quantities at prices Taels four to five in advance 
of last year’s opening rates. Pak Lings had been settled at an advance 
of Taela two to four, and an advance similar to that in Congous had been 
paid for small parcels of Oolongs. No musters (except of a few Pak 
Lings) had come to hand, and no information as to the general 
quality of the crop had been received. Messrs. Rusden, Phipps 
and Co., in their review of the last tea season, offer the following 
remarks:—The production of the first crop was not so large as 
in the previous season, but the remunerative prices paid by foreigners 
stimulated production later on, so that the total supply of the 
season would probably have exceeded that of the season 1866-67 but for 
the unfavourable accounts received from England of the out-turn of the 
first arrivals. This, by stopping demand, checked supplies; and ‘it will 
be seen, on reference to the tables, that our total export shows a falling 
off of about 2,500,000 lbs. One reason for the falling off of supplies. 
has been that buyers from Kiukiang have competed in the Upper Sin- 
chune districts. This has been the case, to a trivial extent, for two or 
three years previous, but has not before assumed sufficient dimensions to 
render it worthy of notice; and this is the reason why Teas of the Kaisow 
character are now received from that port, 

Canron.—The following is from Messrs. Oliphant and Co.’s report = 
—“ We have now to advise the commencement of the season of 1868-69, 
the market for new Canton Teas having been opened during the 
interval, we regret to say, at extreme prices, which can herdly 
be expected to result in good. Buying has been confined, almost 
entirely, to two houses, and we are somewhat at a loss to account for 
their precipitate action, the bulk of the purchases being made frem 
box musters, representing chops which are really not yet in exist- 
ence. In the districts having Foochow for an outlet new leaf has 
been actively competed for at a marked advance on last season’s rates, 
but of these in the vicinity of Hankow markets opened under last season's 
ptices, though some advance was expected to take place. The markets 
in the Kiukiang districts had not opened. It is to be hoped that 
Congou buyers will be less sanguine than their brethren at Canton, but 
we fear the effect of telegrams now voming forward from London, and the 
presence of a number of new buyers, well supplied with Credits. The 
rate of freight for new teas has not yet been fixed, but will probably be 
£5 to £4. 10s. Tonnage promises to be scarce in China waters for seme 
months to come, and we look for full rates for teas throughout the season.’” 
On the 1st May 1,800 boxes Congou were settled at Tis. 27 to 29, followed 
next day by further purchases at higher prices. The Scented Tea Market 
was opened on the 8th, and several chops of both decriptions were sold at 
extreme prices. Settlements were as follows:—Canton District Congous, 
7,500 boxes at Tis. 26 to 81; Scented Orange Pekoe, 17,000 boxes at 
Tila. 31 to 88; Scented Caper, 29,000 boxes at Tls. 274 to 87 ; Gunpowder, 
7,500 boxes at Tls. 25 to 27; Young Hyson, 500 half-chests at Tls. 30}. 


SILK. 

Yoxouama.—Confidence appears to be to some extent restored in the 
interior and arrivals bad been decidedly freer. The continued anxiety 
shown by foreigners to secure all fine silk had kept up prices to our last 
quotations, in spite of the rise in Exchange. Settlements were estimated 
at 420 piculs and unsold stock at 200 piculs. It would seem almost pre- 
mature to speak of the new crop, but the silkmen consider its 
prospects favourable. It was more than probable that a considerable 
quantity of this year’s produce would appear in next year's eati- 
mates, for there was certainly a large amount of silk left up- 
country, which could not be brought down until the political distur-~ 
bances ceased. The weather had been favourable, both for leaf and worm.

market firmer. The business transacted in this market during the past 
fortnight has been of a very trivial nature, the settlements being esti- 
mated at about 300 bales, chiefly the lower classes uf Tsatlees and Tay- 
saams, and a few parcels of Re-reels and Throwns, which have been pur- 
chased at prices about the same as those ruling at the close of the previous. 
mail. Owing to the limited business transacted the quotations may be con- 
sidered nominal. ‘The receipts from the interior during the past two weeks 
having been in excess of the sales, the unsold stock has slightly increased, and 
may be estimated at about 300 to 400 bales, amongst which there is scarcel¥ 
a parcel of good Silk. The reports from the producing districts respecting, 
the new crop continue satisfactory, the weather having been tine and 
warm, and, should it remain as propitious during the next two weeks, & 
considerable increase in the crop of 1868-69, as compared with that of 
the past season, is expected. In Haining district the worms are reported 
to be in their fourth stage, in Karsbing in their third stage, and in their 
second in Nanzing and neigbbourhood. Hank musters are expected to 
arrive in about twenty days, and bale samples in about a month hence.”

THE CHASSEPOT RIFLE. 
The report of Marshal Niel to the Emperor on the efficiency of the 
new weapon is a document of no little interest, seeing that it affords 
the only means we have (pending another European war) of judging 
of its relative powers as compared with our own breech-loader. Another 
circumstance which invests the report with additional importance 
to our readers is the exportation of a large number of these rifles to 
Japan, to arm the troops now being equipped there by the Government 
onthe European model. The report deals at considerable length with 
numerous trifling defects that have been complained of, and shows 
how some of these are imaginary, while others have been, or will be, 
remedied. The most interesting part of it, however, is that which 
presents an analysis of the actual performances of the new rifle with 
the one hitherto in use. A comparison of the average number of 
hits with the old Minie rifle and with the Chassepot at various ranges 
gave the following results:—At 200 metres, Minie 30-8, Chassepot 
69°8; at 490 metres, Minie 15-8, Chassepot 46:6 ;’at 690 metres, Minie 
88, Chassepot 36°]. At ranges of 800 and 1,000 metres, at which 
practice with the Minic Rifle was of course impracticable, the Chasse- 
fot gave an average of 28°4 at 800 metres and 24°7 at 1,000 metres. 
he report goes on to say that “at long ranges of 1,000 metres the 
favourable results exceed the average effect of the old rifle at 400 
metres, and reach the donble of those obtained previously at 600 
metres, the extreme limit of range with the old rifle.” These results, 
it must be owned, are tremendous; and if the Chassepot and Snider 
arms should ever come to be opposed to one another in earnest, whatever 
the ultimate result.may be, the carnage will be frightful. One thing, 
however, is very certain—such fighting could not last long. 





GUNBOATS FOR CHINA. nat 

The Gnat, 2, double-screw composite gun-vessel, Commander C. B. 
Theobald, left Plymouth on the 18th ult. for China. 

Messrs. J. Reid and Co., of Port Glasgow, have Jaunched a compo- 
site twin screw gunboat, named the Pert, built to the order and from 
the designs of the Admiralty. The dimensions of the Pert are as 
follows:—Length between perpendictilars, 155 ft: ;" breadth (extreme), 
25 ft. ; depth in hold, 10 ft. 9 in.;" burden, 464 tons. The engines 
are of 120-horse power, nominal ; they were constructed at Sheerness, 
and were fitted up on board while the vessel was on. the stocks. The 
Pert is one of a fleet of eight gunboats building for the. suppression of 
piracy in the China seas; her armament consists of two 64-ton Arm- 
strong guns and two 64-pounders, - oF 


CHINESE AND ABYSSINIAN COURAGE. 

The following appeared :lately in the Daily News :—‘‘Sir,—In some 
otherwise admirable remarks on Sir Robert Naptef and his gallant 
little army, you observe that ‘the enemy was not a Chinese army 
which could be routed by a mere display of vigour, or by force of 
making a loud noise.’ I may perhaps be permitted to recall to your 
Memory the last two campaigns in Northern China. In that of 1860 
the name of Robert Napier first acquired prominent distinction. The 
Taku forts were captured after a most heroic resistance on the part of 
the Chinese and Tartar defenders. The slaughter was great, and our 
logs was by no means inconsiderable. Still more to the point was the 
experience of the previous year, when, on the 25th June, 1859, we 
sustained from the game forts a heavy repulse. One of our very first 
admirals, Sir James Hope, and several of ‘his captains were wounded 
—some mortally ; and out of an attacking force of 1,200 men, we had 
to deplore the enormous loss of 400 hors de.combat. On these occasions, 
as well as others, the Chinese fought not only with the greatest 
eourage, but withso much akill as to’ give ‘rise to the erroneous sus- 
-picion that they had Russian leaders. I believe that, without under- 
valuing his fellow conquerors of Theodore, Sir Robert Napier would be 
the first toadmit that he had quite as hard a nut to crack at Taku as 
at Magdala. Our soldiers and sailors, who have braved death in many 
forms, and many of whom have lost life and limb in obtaining great 
eommercial advantages for their country, will be the last to disparage 
the heroism of their Chinese foes, even when the victory by superiority 
in arms and discipline was comparatively easy. But when the struggle 
was arduous and sanguinary, it is but fair to accord to even a barbarous 
enemy the meed of courage which is his due. And from the excellent 
tone of your comments on the followers of Theodors, I have no doubt 
you will admit an apology for the vanquished of the Peiho.—I am, 
&e., . *‘ONE WHO WAS THERE.” 

Srzam Frre-Enqives ror Srvcarorns.—Two new steam fire-engines 
of a medium size bave just been shipped ‘from the works of Messrs. 
Merryweather and Son, of London, for the service of the fire brigade 
of Singapore. The authorities were induced to adopt steam fire- 
engines in consequence of the feeble effects produced by manual- 
power engines on large fires, especially in tropical countries, and of 
the great benefits that have been found to accrue from their now ex- 
tended use. The engines in question are of the pattern “ L’Impera- 
trice,” one of the engines for which this firm were awarded the firat 
prize and only gold medal at the late Paris Exhibition. 

Paorrssor Ristey and his Japanese troupe have left London for a 
month, to fulfil a special engagement at Madrid, appearing the first 
day before her Majesty the Queen of Spain. At the expiration of the 
month the Japanese and their manager return to England, and make 
@ tour in the provinces. - 

Tux Viceroy of Egypt recently had constructed in France a floating 
dock of iron, which was towed to Alexandria. It was experimented 
upon a few daya back by meana of a steamer beloning to the Mes- 
sagcries Imperiales Company. ‘The result was, that in six hours the 
ateamer was left completely dry, and could be examined. 

Advices from San Francisco state that the Pacific Mail Company's 
steamer Colorado sailed on the 3rd of June for China and Japan, with 
a large amount of freight, $640,000 in treasure and 240 passengers. 
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__. _ FRANCE, 
THE SUEZ CANAL... 

The Legislative Body has voted, not unanimously, as was expected, 
but by the large majority of 179 to 8, tt Bill which authorises the 
Suez Canal Cumpany to raise 100.000,000f. by lottery. The minority 
who voted against the law did so,-not because they were apposed to the 
Suez Canal, but because they disapproved what they think is a most 
unusual mode of raising money. In alluding to the fact of ¢apitalists 
declining to come forward, M. Jules Favre observed,—=“ Capitat isfree, 
and whatever be the motive that actuates those who. withdraw it, we 
may be certain that there is every chance of the enterprise being 3 bad 
one.” He continued :— ne ae : 

“How, then, are you trying to get capitalists to aid you? By com- 
binations which you feel require to be legalised, and which you adinit 
to be at least open to ‘suspicion, for these combinations closely resem- 
ble a lottery. I have not forg.tten an expression used by the Govern- 
ment Commission, to the effect that a temptation should be held out 
to capitalists, and this temptation is aothine more or less than a 
gambling operation, appealing to -tbeir cupidity—to~that insatiable 
desire which takes_possession.of.certain-imaginations to make fortunes 
without labour or industry. This is your new allurement; it is pre- 
cisely the immoral practice which was condemned by the law of 1836. 
The capital you want is thus obtained ; butintelligent and free capi- 
talista have withdrawn, and you make an appeal to stupid capitalists 
and to speculation. J.eft to its own natural force, the Suez Canal 
Company would not find the capital it wants; and it is only by having 
recourse to what each of us admits to be a bad institution, to a lottery, 
to cupidity, to passion, to throwing on the gambling table a million a 
year, that you hope to get it.” ; 

At these words there was some interruption, and the Marquis 
d’Havrincourt observed that even if it were so it should not be avowed 
ina French Chamber. M. Jules Favre rejoined :— ‘ 

‘*T confess I do not understand the interruption. What! there isa 
principle-of equity and of morality at stake,’and it: must not-bé de- 
clared in a French Chamber! This would be singular cowardice, 
against which I protest. For my part I do not belong to such a 
or and I leave the responsibility of such doctrines to those 
who do.” ; : ‘ 

The reproach of being bad Frenchmen was, it may be remembered, 
also flung at those who opposed the Mexican expedition, and it is now 
repeated against all who condemn, not the canal of Suez, but. fhe 
means by which money is sought to complete it. And if the enter- 
prise be a bad one, a good Frenchman must not dare to say so. What 
strikes one as very strange in this affuir is, that while all Frenchmen, 
with hardly one exception, are loud in their praise of the canal, ex- 
press confidence in the wonderful results to their own country, find no 
words strong enough for their admiration of M. de Lesseps, and their 
disdain of those who hint the slightest donbt about it, they still, with 
enormous capital lying idle, and when this great work is by all ac- 
counts - near its completion, will not venture their money unless 
tempted by the bait of a lottery. 


IMPORTANT QUESTION. OF INTERNATIONAL LAW. 

A lawsuit involving important questions of international law is now 
before the French tribunals. It is an action which the Government 
of the United States has brought against Messrs. Arman and Erlanger 
for the recovery of 2,800,000 francs, paid by Southern agents for 
vessels built at Bordeaux for the Confederates. The speech of Maitre 
Moreau for the plaintiffs contained the following allegations :—At firat 
M. Arman gave out that the vessels he was building were for service 
between Shanghai and San Francisco, and the French Government, be- 
lieving his story, gave permission to put guns on board. When Mr. Day- 
man, the American Minister, brought the matter before M. Drouyn de 
Lhuys, the latter affected a naive incredulity as to a deputy belonging 
to the majority in the Legislative Body being capable of acting at 
variance with the policy of neutrality proclaimed by the Government ; 
but after some discussion the authority to arm the ships was with- 
drawn. M. Arman afterwards pretended that he had sold his ships to 
the Danish Government, but the Danish Minister denied the transac- 
tion. M. Arman then declared that he had parted with them to the 
Swedish Government, and offered to show the contracts to M. Drouyn 
de Lhuys. Count Manderstrom was written to, and gave the moat cate- 
gorical denial to the assertions of M. Arman. M. Arman next an- 
nounced in the papers that his Yeddo and Osacca would sail for China 
shortly, and soon after he cold both ships to Prussia, and so was paid 
for them twice, by the Confederate agents and by the Pruasian Go- 
vernment. As regards the two steam rams, he indulged in a variety of 
manceuvres. He sent one to Denmark which he knew would not be 
passed by the Danish Admiralty, and on its way back to Bordeaux, 
when in the hands ofa Danish crew, it was transferred to the Confede- 
rates, armed at sca, and christened the Stonewall. The other steam- 
ram, the Cicops, M. Arman also disposed of to the Prussians and was 
paid twice for. As forthe Sun Francisco and the Shanghai, which 
were built at Nantes, seeing that they could not be delivered to the 
Contederates, he sold them to the Peruvian Government. After quot- 
ing several despatches in proof of his statements, Master Moreau 
argued that the moncy paid to M. Arman should be refunded. Accord- 
ing to the terms of the American Constitution, Congress alone has the 
power of levying taxes, paying Jand and sea forces, &c.; and no State 
in the;Union can contract any alliance, issue letters of marque, or give 
bills of credit. It was clear that these statutes had been disregarded 
by the Confederate agents, and that Captain Bullock had no right to 
dispose of the money which he had paid to M. Arman and his asso- 
ciates. In accordance with international law, added Master Moreau, 
the Confederate States have never existed, and it would be impossible 
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0 prove that they were ever recognised by the French Government. 
‘he only official act which mentioned the Confederates was the Im- 
erial decree of June, 1861. The case is still pending. 


NORTH GERMANY. 
(FROM OUK OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawsore, Jane 30. 


The German Parliament having voted the sum of 16,000 dols. for 
he scientific expedition to observe the total eclipse of the sun on the 
(sth of August next, the members have been appointed by the Prus- 
fan Government, and will leave by the overland mail as soon as they 
uve perfected the collection of instruments required for their different 
ibservations. The three principal members are Dr. Tietjen, of Berlin, 
“rofessor Sporer, of Anklam, and Dr. Engelmann, of Leipzig; these 
rth their assistants will erect an observatory at Bombay, whilst Dr. 
tanker and Dr. Vogel will proceed to Aden, where they are to take 
hotographic views of the luminary at different stages of the eclipse. 

At the annual general meeting of the Austrian Agricultural Society, 
ld at Vienna last week, Dr. Carl von Scherzer gave some interesting 
letails of the expedition to the Far East, most of which, however, are 
ssown to your readers from my former letters, and what is new would 
earcely interest them, as it has reference to home produce that is 
ated for shipment to the East, and Eastern produce that might find 
\ profitable market in Austria. He confirms my former statement 
hat the expedition will consist of the Donau and Friedrich, whicn 
sill be despatched from Trieste in the middle of August, and sail to 
singapore, where they will be joined by the commercial members 
tho go out at a later period by the overland mail. The corvette 
"siedrich ig to remain on the station in China and Japan, whilst, after 
he conclusion of the treaties, the Donawu will return home. 

A large fire which broke out at Bremen on the 17th was only sub- 
lued towards evening, after having raged about eight hours.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


. RorrerDaM, June 30. 
. The First and Second Chambers have adopted all the Budgets unani- 
nously. The most interesting fact for your readers is the declaration 
mthe part of the Government to the effect that, while its colonial 
policy will be progressive, no measure will be introduced without the 
anction of Parliament. At the same time a liberal solution of the 
wincipal questions connected with cultivation will be aimed at. The 
Dolonial Minister, who is a business man, despising long speeches, 
itates that he will not apply preventive measures to the press. He is 
of opinion that the Government coffee-cultures may be made over to 
the public without prejudice to the Treasury. 

Mr. de Casembroot has interpellated the Government respecting the 
‘xpiration of the sugar contracts in Java. The Minister of the Colo- 
nies, in reply, referred to the pnblished conditions of the concessions, 
ind promised that a legal settlement should shortly be made re- 
specting the question of sugar cultivation. This interpellation was 
tvidently a trick of the Conservative party, who endeavoured to bind 
the Minister by promises. 

The Dutch Trading Company has purchased a sugar plantation in 
the West Indies. I have reason to believe that it is the firm intention 
vi gome private and influential companies to follow the example given 
by the Tradiog Company. When the Budget for foreign affairs was 
brought forward the Minister of that department, Mr, Roest van Lim- 
burg atated that he had proposed to his Majesty the King to grant 
to the Consul-General in Japan, Mr. D. de Graeff van Polsbroek, the 
tide of Minister-Resident. One of the members of the Second Chamber 
thereupon urged the necessity of granting the consul not only a higher 
tile but also an increased salary, as the consul is now obliged to add 
to it 50 per cent. out of his own revenues. This fact, it was said, was 
4ot only humiliating for Holland, but also most disagreeable for Mr. 
Yolabroek. The same member recommended the despatch of more 
nen-of-war to the China and Japan waters. He much regretted that 
to man-of-war was stationed there when the last disturbances occurred. 
4t last Mr. de Casembroot proposed to increase the salary of Mr. 
tan Polsbroek by the sum of 3,000f. Several members opposed thie 
proposal, some of them being of opinion that the Minister had not 
teen sofficiently long in office to judge of the necessity for this 
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augmentation, but the majority of the speakers declared that they 
would not oppose a measure if it was brought forward with the next 
Budget to increase the salary of the consul by the sum he should 
think necessary. The result was that the amendment was out-voted 
by fifty-three against thirteen votes. 

At the last meeting of the Dutch Literary Institute, held at Leyden, 
the following gentlemen were named foreign members :—Mr. J. W. 
Colenso, at Port Natal, and Mr. Karel Holle, in the Preanger rezen- 
cies, Java. 

In a former letter I stated that nothing had transpired in reference 
to the report of the commission appointed to examine the claims of 
Japanese traders who sustained losses by the last war. According to-a 
statement of the Minister of Foreign Affairs, this report is now under 
examination by the Council of State, and will shortly be published. 
I hear that the claimants will have every reason to be satisfied. 

Mr. J. Kruseman has been appointed Consul for Italy at Sourabaya. 

At Arnheim a national exhibition will open to-morrow (July 1). 
The objects of industry and art are very numerous. 

The examination of East India functionaries has taken place at 
Delft. For both the examinations thirty candidates presented them- 
selves. 

The Netherlands India Trading Bank held its annual meeting of 
shareholders on the 25th of June at Amsterdam. Mr. E. W. Crame- 
rus stated that the balance showed a net profit for the year 1867 of 
f.310,810.344, giving a dividend of 5} per cent., or f.12.83 per share 
of 250f. The president regretted that the result was not more favour- 
able, but stated that the business in Java promised goon to become 
more lucrative. In the place of Mr. E. W. Cramerus, president, who 
has resigned, Mr. A. Ph. J. Cramerus was appointed. Of course the 
result has given satisfaction in our financial circles, who are, however, 
much disappointed at the result obtained by the International Credit 
and Trading Bank, Rotterdam, of which the balance shows a deficit 
of £.612, 561.46. 

According toa Royal decree, the postage upon samples for and 
from India will be altered when forwarded either via Marseilles or 
Southampton. The samples will be liable to a postage of 10c. for 
every 40 grains, whilst they must not exceed 250 grains in weight, 
44 inches in length, 22 inches in breadth, and 19 inches in height. 
No. letters must be enclosed, and they are to be packed in such a 
manner that their contents can be easily examined. They must be 
prepaid. These stipulations will come into force for the July mail 
from Holland, and for the September mail from Java. 

Some time ago I wrote in reference to a suit in which our hereditary 
Prince was involved. It was rathera scandalous matter, and much was 
said thereabout in the French papers. It was stated that H.R.H. 
bought ‘a seat in the Ardennes, which he paid for with acceptances, 
which he was unable to honour when they fell due. Of course an 
action was brought against the Prince, and for the defence it was 
alleged that the seat was not worth one-third of the amount (300,000 
francs) for which the Prince bought it. It being publicly rumoured 
that the life of the Prince is most luxurious, and that his morals are 
far from being unexccptionable, he was exposed to very severe attacks 
from the press. The matter, however, appears to have been much ex- 
aggerated. Atany rate, the Court of Metz acquitted the Prince, ad- 
mitting that he was deceived. I have thought it necessary to state 
these facts, because rumour has given other versions of this scandal. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Correr.—On the 24th of June the Trading Company held its aue- 
tion, atswhich 92,386 b. Java and Padang were offered, and sold at full 
prices, notwithstanding that the market was most inactive previously 
to the auction. Some specked sorts excepted, all the lots were sold 
above the valuation. Good ordinary greenish and white greenish Java 
sold at 341¢. to 344c., and fine good ordinary do. 85c. to 36c. Un- 
doubtedly the market was firmer in consequenee of the news pub- 
lished by the official Staats Courant, stating that from the crop of 
Java coffee for thia year no more than 600,000 pic. would be delivered 
to the Government, the crop having partly miscarried by the bad 
weather. From the quantities bought at auction nothing is offered ; 
but there iz, however, now a good demand for ordinary Java. 

Raw Sucar.—The market is inactive ; a few unimportant lots were 
sold at 1}f. under May, and amongst them appear 618 mats Batavia, 
ex Eastern Empire, No. 104, at 29}f. Holdera decline to bring their 
lots into the market, and cargoes are all laid up in waiting for an im- 
proved market. The stock on the six principal markets of Europe is 
very moderate—1,196 tons less than in 1867, and 1,845 tons less 
than in 1866. The Dutch stock in bond was on the 15th of June 
44,831,949 ko.

Operations in home funds have been rather dull during the last few 
days, and the moncy market has been inactive ; the principal cause of 
which is the desire to take advantage of the high price to realise. The 
chief business in the stock market has been in Austrian funds. 

During the last few days there has been more demand for money ; 
the bank rate of discount has remained unaltered; and in the open 
market money may he had at 5 per cent.

UNITED STATES. 

The San Francisco papers are urging the necessity of extending the 
protection of the laws to the Chinese immigrants who have settled 
among them, with a view to cultivating friendly relations and pro- 
moting commerce with the Chinese Empire. Hitherto the Chinese, 
who are among the most peaccable, industrious, and harmless portion 
of the population of California, have been treated with utter brutality 
by the coarser portion of the people, and have been virtually denied 
the protection of the laws. It begins to be feared that the Chinese 
Embassy now in this country may make such report of thesc facts to the 
home authorities as will check emigration to California, and thus 
seriously damage the industry and labour of the State. There are 
about:G0,000 Chinese on the DPacifie coast. 

The President has declared that the \merican naval authoritics 
will retain the ram Stonewall in Japan until the Japanese revolution 
shall have ended. 

THE CHINESE EMBASSY. 

The Chinese Embaszy are still in Washington. Onthe 9th of June 
they visited the hall of the House of Representatives in response to 
an invitation by that body. After complimentary specches by Speaker 
Colfax and Mr. Burlingame, the Celestials, eight in number, were in- 
troduced to the members, and a general handshaking occurred. The 
attire of the Celestials gave a “fancy dress” appearance to the scene, 
and their visit agreeably enlivened the proceedings. On retiring they 
were conducted through the Capitol buildings and shown whatever 
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was interesting there. In the evening they attended a State dinner 
given by the President, at which the diplomatic officers, Reverdy 
Johnson, of the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations, and General 
Banks, of the House Foreign Committee, were alao present. The 
ambassadors have also been reccived by the Senate. They were 
marshalled into the Chamber by Messrs. Sumner, Hendricks and Sher- 
man. Mr. Sumner, advancing within the rail, said, “ Mr. President : 
We present Mr. Burlingame and his associates of the Chinese Embassy 
to the Senate of the United States.” Mr. Wade's reply was equally 
brief. The visitors were conducted to seats, but, business being 
suspended, they rose and shook hands with the senators severally. 
They remained in the Chamber about twenty minutes, bowing and 
shaking handg, and talking a little; they then retired. The galleries 
were crowded with women during the reception. 

They have since visited Mount Vernon and other places of interest 
near the capital. The correspondent of the Standard says :—“ Mr. 
M:Culloch was the guide, philosopher, and friend of their Celestial 
Highnesses during their journey to the tomb of the great American 
Wang ; he ordered a revenue steamer to be fitted up, and numerous 
distinguished nobodies to be invited. The ambassadors evinced con- 
siderable familiarity with the historic territory over which they were 
passing, talked intelligently of the battles that had made the Potomae 
famous, and betrayed a singularly accurate knowledge of the life, ser- 
vices, and character of Washington. Arrived at Mount Vernon, they 
were landed (observing the usual forms as to precedence of rank) in 
small boats ; they spent some hours in wandering about the grounds, 
in examining the old Washington mansion and the tomb, and in ‘col- 
lecting souvenirs of the visit. They returned to the capital at about 
six o’clock, partaking on the way down of a very fair collation, and 
growing extremely enthusiastic under the influence of Veuve Clicquot. 
(A word in confidence. The Embassy's fondness for the widow is 
something remarkable. I am afraid that their landlord’s bill for 
champagne alone is something strong in three figures.) Our visitors 
betray great interest in mechanical and scientific inventions and dis- 
coveries ; a steamer’s machinery is to them a perpetual wonder, they 
betray, with regard to the steam engine, a curiosity almost childish.” 

The Chinese envoys will soon visit Cuba; while thero they will 
institute a thorough investigation of the coolie traffic. It is now 
openly asserted that the coolie trade, as at present sustained by Caban 
planters, is as bad as the slave trade ; that few of the Asiatics leave 
their homes voluntarily ; that monstrous deceit is used to inveigle them 
into the clutches of speculators. As not leas than 15,000 coolies 
reached Cuba during 1867, and as the stream of the traffic is beginning 
to turn towards the United States, it will be seen that the am- 
bassadors can examine no more importaht subject than this of the 
coolie trade. 


PARLIAMENT. 


[The following is an epitome of the more important debates and proceedings 
since our last issue, the preference being given to subjects of special intcrest 


to ourreaders.] 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


COOLIE EMIGRATION. 

(June 25th.) Mr. W. E. Forster asked the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether Her Majesty’s Government was taking any 
steps in conjunction with France and other civilised Powers to induce 
the Portuguese Government to stop the slave trade carried on between 
Macao and Cuba and Peru, under the name of coolie emigration. 

Lord Sranuey: The abuses attending on the practice of coolie 
emigration from Macao are grave and irremediable. We have from 
time to time brought the matter under the notice of the Portuguese 
Government, and we have invited Portugal to co-operate with France, 
England, and other Powers in endeavouring to come to some satisfac- 
tory arrangement with the Chinese Government on the question of 
coolie emigration generaily. To that communication we have as yet 
received no answer from the Portuguese Government. With reference 
to the parallel drawn by the hon. member between the coolie emigra- 
tion and the slave trade, I may remind him that in the case of the 
slave trade, wherever it is carried on, we have the right to interfere by 
treaty with Portugal and the other Powers. In the case of the coolie 
emigration we have no right of interference whatever, except that 
right which every Government has, to give such friendly advice to apy 
other Government as it thinks fit. But beyond that we have no power. 


TELEGRAPHIC eee WITH INDIA AND 
NA. 


(June 26th.) Lord W. Hay drew attention to the subject of tele- 
graphic communication with the East. He said it might seem sur- 
prising that the enterprise of the present age had not supplied tele- 
graphic communication between this country and India, but such was 
the fact. The reason was plain. It was true that in 1859 company was 
formed to effect telegraphic communication with Bombay by way of 
Suez and Aden, and the Imperial Government gave a guarantee of 
£36,000 a year for forty years. But no single message was ever sent 
by that line. The Government having thus burned their fingers re- 
fused to give any more guarantees, and then the matter was taken up 
by the Government of India, anda line was made from Kurrachee 
through the Persian Gulf to Constantinople, and thence the com- 
munication was over the European lines, and the total cost 
was £850,000. The income was represented to be £95,000, and 
the working expenses £64,000, but other expenses brought up 
the amount to £91,600 a-year, so that reckoning interest on 
the outlay the line was worked at a loss of £40,000 a-ycar. It 
was said that there was another line by the Black Sea and through Rus- 
sia, and that was true, and no doubt it would be worked with success; 
but it passed through a country which was the rival of England in 
India. He concluded by moving an address for copies of any cor- 
respondence which may have passed between the Secretary of State 
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for Iadia and the local authorities relative to the proposed deep sea line 
from Bombay to Kurrachee, and the sanctioned lines from Gwadur to 
Jask, and from Jask to Bushire. 


Sir 8. Norracore said there would be no objection to the production 
of the papers moved for. The noble lord had underrated what was 
being done. The Government were in point of fact taking stepa for 
‘an alternative line. They had already two lines in operation, the Hindoo 
Ottoman line, and the one through Prussia, Russia, and Persia, which 
was now nearly completed, and although the latter—Siemen’s line— 
was still imperfect, a message had been received by it from Teheran in 
five hours. Steps were being taken to improve the line, and before 
this time next year they might expect to see it in full working order, 
80 that they had now the prospect of an alternative line along the 
Persian Gulf, and on to Kurrachee, and the company were to confine 
their attention to:the through traffic. He thought that in ordinary 
times, assuming that there were no political complications, these two 
lines would supply all the wants of the community with regard to tele- 
graphic communication with India. The noble lord might say that 
those political complications were exactly the point to which he wished 
to draw attention. He (Sir S. Northcote), however, thought there 
wae such a thing as being over wise and over prudent in these matters, 
and that they should give their attention to improving the lines they 
had rather than to run about to meet imaginary evils. The Imperial 
‘Government had come to the conclusion that submarine cables were 
not proper subjects for imperial guarantees, nor would he and the 
Indian Council sanction any guarantee out of the Indian revenue. He 
had no doubt the time would come when the demands of commerce 
would lead to the construction of sectional lines, and thus to an 
improvement of the communication, but it would be unwise of the 
Government to break off from an undertaking they were already en- 
gaged in in order to enter into something new. 


Mr. Crawrorp blamed the Government for not paying more attention 
to the depntation on this subjeet from the City. The views of those 
who were urging on the Government an independent line of telegraph 
communication with India were that it was dangerous to trust to a 
system any portion of which was under the control of foreign Govern- 
ments. The exigencies of war would immediately affect telegraphic 
communication in Europe. They knew by experience that commercial 
messages from England were examined en route on the Continent, and 
in some instances were handed to the Minister of Trade. They did 
not charge the Government with supineness, but with supporting a 
wrong system. In regard to management, the business at present was 
carried on with the greatest carelessness, and he knew of more than 
-one instance in which messages had been wholly perverted or rendered 
unintelligible. The mercantile body had lost all confidence in the 
present system of transmitting telegrams through the Continent. In 
regard to the Egyptian line, they believed its advantages would be 
such as to attract almost all the business, but inasmuch as the Govern- 
ment were to have the preference in sending messages, they ought 
to contribute something to it. They also felt that it was possible that 
if the line paid well, the Egyptian Government would take it out of 
their hands. On those grounds they considered that the Government 
ought to step in and assist them. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. A. Szymour expressed his astonishment that the Indian officials, 
in their communications on this subject, should evince so much igno- 
‘ance in respect to the progress of telegraphy. Each of the tele- 
graph lines proposed were liable to be cut off in the event of war, or 
taken up by foreign governments, and if they escaped that they both 
merged into a line which passed through a desolate and savage district 
by the Persian Gulf, in which a sort of black mail had to be paid to 

revent injury to the line. He was surprised to hear that these two 

ines offered the only alternative when there was already a telegraph to 
Russia by the Black Sea which could be made available. He charac- 
terized the propositions of Mr. Stiff to establish a coast line via Aden, 
through an inhospitable region, and go on by the Persian Gulf to Bom- 
‘bay, when they could have a far better line by submarine cable from 
Alexandria to Bombay, as altogether preposterous. 

Sir H. Raw tyson could not regard either the Turkish or the Russian 
‘line as satisfactory. It was impossible that the line from Constanti- 
nople through Mesopotamia to the Persian Gulf could ever be worked 
effectively, while, on the other hand, although the other line worked 
well enough, yet it was wholly under the control of Russia, and in the 
event of war would be useless to us. He thought it only reasonable 
that when an independent company proposed to make a submarine 
line from Suez to Bombay the interest on the capital ought to be 
guaranteed to a certain extent by the Government. 


Mr. Granax confirmed the statement made by Mr. Crawford to the 
effect that commercial messages were examined on the Continent, to 
the damage of English merchants. He strongly urged a government 
guarantee forthe Red Sea line, becanse no private company would 
undertake it while there was a rival line through Persia which was in 
the hands of the Government. 


The motion was then withdrawn, Sir 8. Norrncore undertaking to 

produce the papers asked for as an unopposed return. 
LIGHTHOUSE ON THE GREAT BASSES. 

(Jane 29th.) In reply to Mr. Hanpury Tracy, 

Mr. Cave said : It is not the fact that the shipping of the commerce 
of the East has been subject to a charge for a lighthouse on the Great 
Basses without any return or advantage. No charge has been made in 
respect of any lighthouse there. In 1863 a light ship was placed at the 
Little Basses, and since then a toll of one penny per ton has been im- 
posed on all ships passing the light which enter or leave British ports. 
The nett receipts from this toll are about £7,500 s-year. Out of this 
has to be paid interest on the construction of the light ship, and of a 
spare light ship, and the expenses of maintenance, including the crew 
and tender. As regards the erection of a lighthouse on the Great 
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Basses, the Ceylon Government have sent home certain proposals which 
are totally inadequate. Careful plans and estimates have, however, 
been prepared by Colonel Frazer, who erected a lighthouse on the 
Alguoda Reef, Bay of Bengal, and by Mr. Douglas, engineer of the 
Trinity House, and these are now under the consideration of the Colonial 
Office, Board of Trade, and Trinity House. There are considerable 
difficulties both as to the work itself and the mode of providing fands. 
A correspondence on this subject will be found in a return laid on the 
table in 1863. 
THE CHINA AND JAPAN LEGATIONS. 

(July 3rd.) In Committee of Supply, om the vote for the Civil Ser- 
vice Retimatas, Colonel Srxrs, in rising to move that the salary of the 
Envoy and Chief Superintendent at Peking be put on the same footing 
as that of the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary and 
Consul-General in Japan, said he should lament exeeedingly if it was 
thought that in making this motion he desired to depreciate the ser- 
vices of Sir Rutherford A!cock, our Envoy in Peking. There was a net 
increase of £16,632 this year for the diplomatic service of China, Japan, 
and Siam, the total amount being £100,983 last year and £117,615 for 
the coming year. He contended that the salary was now dispropor- 
tionate to the duties of the Envoy. There was no such thing as 
Executive Government in China, The salary of our Envoy and Chief 
Superintendent at Peking was £6,000, which wasa large sum compared 
with the galarics and allowances of our Envoys and diplomatic agents 
in different parts of the world. Sir H. Parkes, our Envoy Extraordi- 
nary in Japan, whose life was daily exposed to the utmost risk from the 
fanaticism of the Japanese people, received £4,000 a-year. The Emperor 
of China was a child ; there was no executive power at Peking ; almost 
every province was in a state of rebellion: the treaty of Tientsin was 
not carried out through the weakness of the Government ; and the 
remonstrances of our Envoy, Sir R. Alcock, were wholly without 
effect. The honourable and gallant member, amid the impatience of 
the House, quoted documents to show that rebellion raged in the 
province of Shang-tung, and that large proportions of the country were 
in the possession of the insurgents; and he argued, that under the 
circumstances in which he was placed the position of our Envoy at 
Peking was an undignificd one. In conclusion, while professing the 
highest respect for Sir R. Aleock, the honourable and gallant member 
said he felt it his duty to move that the Minister's salary be reduced 
from £6,000 to £4,000. 


Lord Sraxtzy could hardly think the hon. and gallant gentleman 
was in earnest in making that proposition. [Colonel Srges: “ Quite.”] 
(A laugh.) Nobody understood Chinese affairs better than the hon, 
and gallant member; but when he urged that the salaries of our 
Ministers at Peking and Japan should he the same, he forgot that our 
commercial interest was exactly ten times greater in China than in 
Japan. That was one ground of the difference between the salaries of 
the two Ministers. Again, China was a very distant country, and 
every article of European comfort was very expensive at Peking, where 
there were no hotels; and they could not expect to get service there 
at the same price as in Europe. As to the weakness of the Chinese 
Governnrent, with that we had nothing to do. If the Taipings got 
the upper hand, which they had not done, and did not scem likely 
to do, we should recognise them as the de fcto Government. With 
regard to the execution treaty of Tientsin, there was a Minister from 
the Court of Peking accredited to Europe to take that question into con- 
sideration. That, therefore, was no reason for diminishing the salary 
of our Minister in China. £6,000 a-year was not an unreasonable sum 
to pay the person who at the other end of the world was charged with 
commercial interests involving £60, 000,000 or £70,000,000, and which 
were rapidly increasing. 

Mr. Alderman Lusk said the mission appeared to be altogether on?® 
of a very expensive character. 

Mr. Lasoucuere hoped the honourable and gallant member would 
not press his amendment to a division. The sum proposed was by no 
means too great fur a Minister in China. 

The amendment was eventually withdrawn. 

Colonel SyKeE3 then moved that the rate be reduced by the sum of 
£500, the salary of the Vice-Consul at Taku. The place, he said, 
consisted of little more than a mud shore and a few huts, and literally 
contained no house in which a European gentleman could reside. 

Lord StaNLEY pointed out that Taku was the port of Tientsin, and 
that the last returns showed that ninety-two British ships had been 
cleared and ninety-one entcred there, with a tonnage of about 92,000. 
The trade, which was a growing trade, was only just beginning to be 
developed, and a salary of £500 a year to the person who looked after 
our interests at Taku was, under the circumstances, he thought, not 
teo much. 

The amendment was negatived without a division, although the 
House was cleared for one, and the vote was agreed to.

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LABUAN. 

Tue recent death of Rasan Brooke, the first Go- 
vernor of Labuan (appointed on the purchase of the island 
from the Sultan of Borneo), has to some extent directed 

ublic attention to a colony which as a rule has afforded 
ittle matter for discussion. Since Sir James Brooke’s 
term of office the only attempt to develop the resources of 
the island has been the effort made under the auspices of 
the unfortunate Labuan Coal Company to realise the car- 
bonifcrous wealth of its soil. The operations of this 
company at first gave rise to expectations of a brilliant 
commercial future, but its subsequent embarrassments and 
ultimate failure appear to have produced a corresponding 
reaction, and the last official report received from Mr. Low 
(lately Acting-Governor) certainly does not indicate any re- 
markable degree of prosperity. This document, which is em- 
bodied in a recently published Blue-book entitled ‘“‘ Reports 
“ Exhibiting the Present,State of Her Masrsty’s Colonial 
‘ Possessions,” sets forth that the revenue for the year 1866 
amounted to £3,913 0s. 64d., against which there was an 
expenditure to be provided for of £6,959 19s. 8d. This, 
we are told, was rendered heavier than it would otherwise 
have been by the necessity of increasing the police force, and 
by the “ purchase of a fire-proof safe for the better security 
of the books and papers of the Treasury ’’—a piece of ex- 
travagance involving an outlay of £67. The population is 
stated at 3,828, exclusive of military and convicts; but of 
course this includes but a handful of Europeans. A little 
further on we find it recorded that “ two out of the four 
European female inhabitants died,” a statement indicating 
that the society of ladies is a luxury not enjoyed to excess by 
the colonists. The value of imports for the year is estimated 
at £104,190, and of exports at £58,536, the latter being in- 
clusive of 11,317 tons of coal extracted from the mines. A 
church was completed and consecrated during the year, 
about half the cost of which was contributed by the resi- 
dents. In this report nothing is said as to the means by 
which the deficit for the year—rather an alarming one— 
was to be met. 

Mr. Pope Hennessy has apparently infused new life 
into the sleepy little colony. Late accounts tell of the 
active resumption of public works; a wharf, a market, 
a school, and a hospital,are in course of construction, while 

s and water-works are promised, and the cost of all these 
it is said will be more than inet by the proceeds of the 
tobacco and pawnbroking farms. Under this energetic 
administration trade seems to be reviving; a Chamber of 
Commerce has been started, a local bank is to be formed, and 
the commencement of operations by the new coal company 
seems the only thing wanting to effect acomplete and most 
salutary change in the condition of the place. Governor 
Hennessy, we understand, shows the greatest personal 
interest in the affairs of the colony; he appears already ti 
have achieved great popularity, and his recent marriage 
may be regarded as an additional bond of union between 
himself and the community. Altogether the future pros- 
pet of Labuan seems highly encouraging ; but it is to be 

oped that Mr. Hennessy, having the terrible example of 
Hong Kong before his eyes, will not at first launch out 
too extravagantly into expensive public works, and so run 
the risk of getting into debt. On the other hand, he will 
do well not to allow his balance-sheet to show too large a 
surplus, or else he will have Her Masesty’s Government 
down on him for a“ military contribution,” and when once 
saddled with that he may bid a long farewell both to 
public prosperity and individual peace of mind.

THE NEW TREATY BETWEEN RUSSIA AND 
JAPAN. 

THE Journal de St. Petersbourg gives the French text of 
the new treaty concluded between Russia and Japan, the 
plenipotentiaries being respectively the collegial councillor, 
Eucene Burzow, Russian Consul at Hakodadi, and the 
Japanese Commissioner and member of the Department for 
Foreign Affairs, Ipzurr Kaca No-kami. Art. IIT. 
stipulates that the payments for authorisations delivered to 
the Custom-house, contained in Art. VI. of the previous 
treaty, are abrogated. Art. IV. states that the Government 
of Japan engages to erect warehouses in which foreign 
goods may be deposited in bond, the Government being re- 
pone for their safety, except in cases of fire. Mer- 
chants may export such goods from the bonded warehouses. 
without payment of any charge but rent, the amount of 
which is to be fixed bycommon consent. Art. VI. says :— 
“ Tn the desire to abolish the obstacles opposed by Art. XIII. 
“of the treaty of 1858, to the free circulation of foreign 
“ coin in Japan, the Government of that country will intro- 
“ duce the needful alterations and improvements in the cur- 
“ rency within the space of one year from the date of this 
“treaty. All foreign coins, as well as bullion, shall in 
“ future be received at the Imperial mint and exchanged 
‘for Japanese currency.” Art. TX. grants unrestricted 
permission to Russians and natives of Japan to buy and sell 
without the interference of any officials. By Art X. Ja- 
panese subjects provided with passports may go to Russia 
for educational and scientific purposes, or engage themselves 
in any capacity on board Russian vessels. In Art. XI. the 
Government of Japan engages to erect a suitable number of 
beacons and lighthouses on their coasts and at the entrance 
of the principal ports and harbours for the protection and 
safety of navigation. The treaty was signed at Yedo on 
the 11th (23rd) of December, 1867. Appended to it is the 
new and revised tariff of duties on articles of merchandise 
imported and exported. 


THE CHINESE EMBASSY AT WASHINGTON. 
(From the London and China Express, July 3.) 


Unner the heading of “ Latest Intelligence,” our issue 
of the 18th June contained a detailed account of the recep= 
tion of Mr. BuRLINGHAME’sS mission by President Joun- 
SON; it was extracted from a New York journal, and came 
to hand just in time to allow of its insertion, without com- 
ment, in that part of our paper. The London and China 
Herald, in its issue of the 19th, published an article not 
only throwing discredit on the truthfulness of this account, 
but casting aspersions of the gravest character on our 
motives for publishing it: the writer gratuitously assum- 
ing that the report must have been Finished by “some 
fervent follower of the Embassy ” as a bribe to support its 
policy, and inferring that the London and China Express 
was “hired and primed to injure the mercantile community 
of China.” So unfounded and injurious an imputation 
could not be allowed to pass unnoticed ; and the proprietors. 
of this journal therefore instructed their solivitor to demand 
a complete retractation, which we are assured will appear in 
this day’s issue of the Herald. 

Although determined not to permit any calumnious 
statements regarding ourselves to pass unchallenged, we 
have no fear of their doing us any injury by shaking the 
confidence of our readers. As for this BuRLINGHAME 
Mission, we have repeatedly and clearly expressed our 
distrust of it, and the insertion of an item of news regard- 
ing its progress could hardly be construed into evidence of 
a change of opinion by any person possessed of average 
reasoning powers. And as regards the perfect indepen- 
dence and impartiality with which our paper has always 
been conducted, we can fearlessly point to the experience of 
the past ten years, and leave our readers to judge for 
themselves.

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THE TELEGRAPH TO INDIA. 

THE subject of telegraphic communication with India 
and the East has again been debated in the House of Com- 
mons, and once more with a most unsatisfactory result. 
The subject was started by Lord Wittiam Hay, who 
called attention to the defects of our present telegraphic 
communications with India, objecting chiefly to their route 
lying through inhospitable countries, liable to be interrupted 
by political complications. He strongly urged on the 
Government the construction of an alternative line by the 
Red Sea, which would be under our own control. To this, 


Sir Starrorp Norrucots replied that we had already two 
lines of communication—the Indo-Ottoman line and 
Sremen’s line by Prussia, Russia, and Persia. Both of 
them were in course of improvement, and very shortly 
would fully suffice for all our needs. A_ line 
entirely under British control he regarded as a mere 
chimera, and among other objections he pointed out that it 
would involve a submarine cable carried round by Gibraltar 
down the Mediterranean. The Government had de- 
clined to give any assistance to a Red Sea line, for the 
principle of an Imperial guarantee was abandoned, and 
they were unwilling to charge the Indian revenues with 
the cost of such a project. This, however, was not re- 
ceived as conclusive. Mr. Crawrorp put forward the 
desire of the commercial community for independent 
telegraphic communication on the ground of the frequent 
tampering with messages by the present lines. Mr. Sey- 
mouR likewise supported the Red Sea line, and Sir H. 
Rawlinson expressed his distrust of both the existing 
lines. The Turkish line never could be made efficient, 
and the line by Prussia and Russia would fail us in time 
of war or political complications. He was in favour of a line 
by Suez to Bombay, though he allowed that this project was 
not free from complications, either political or financial. 
But all argument was useless—the Government remained 
apparently deaf—certainly dumb; so the matter dropped. 


In the meanwhile complaints of the defects of the present 
system are louder than ever, and the supporters of the Red 
Sea project not unreasonably accuse Sir StarrorD Nortu- 
Core of unjust partiality, for, while throwing cold water on 
their scheme, he is all the time aiding the rival plan by 
adding to the existing Indian lines between Tehran and 
Kurrachee ; thus, in fact, completing the last link of the 
chain which commences in North Germany. No doubt 
the SremEn’s line will be a great convenience, but it is justly 
urged that when it is complete the Turkish line will fall 
out of use altogether, and our whole telegraphic commu- 
nication with India will then be in the power of Russia, or 
of her puppet Persia—a result the reverse of desirable. 
No doubt, the Governments of Prussia and the Czar have 
“ formally declared” that, in the event of war, the trans- 
mission of commercial messages shall not be interrupted ; 
but in a national and political point of view, this pledge, 
even if fulfilled to the letter, still leaves the necessity for 
a submarine wire via Egypt as urgent a necessity as ever. 
Apparently, it will have to be carried out by commercial 
enterprise pure and simple. We very recently announced 
the formation of a company to perfect the Mediterranean 
section of the telegraphic system; the cable across the 
Straits of Messina, in connection with the direct line be- 
tween Susa and Alexandria, has been successfully laid ; and 
we believe that another associated body of capitalists will 
come before the public very shortly, to invite co-operation 
in laying a cable from Suez to Kurrachee. Sooner or later, 
therefore, we may expect to see the needful work accom- 
plished ; but no thanks will be due to the Government, 
which has from first to last thrown every difficulty in the 
way of the projectors.

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THE P. AND O. COMPANY AND THE 
BRINDISI ROUTE. 

WE have from time to time given extracts from several 
letters written by the Florence correspondent of The Times, 
advocating the adoption of the Brindisi route for the India 
mails. A recent communication from this source asserts 
chat, owing to the success of the Fell Railway, the Peninsular 
and Oriental Company have awakened to the necessity of 
doing something in the direction of the Brindisi route ; 
that a proposition from the MinistER of Pustic Works 
in Italy three years ago to apply 6,000,000f. to the 
improvement of the port of’ Brindisi, on the stipulated 
condition that the company should undertake to run boats 
between that harbour and Alexandria, had been summa- 
rily rejected by its official representative; but that the 
company has now applied to the Italian Government for 
facilities to be afforded to an engineer it is about to send out 
to inspect the railway from Susa to Brindisi. These state- 
ments have elicited from the secretary of the company, Mr. 
C. W. Howe tt, a letter to The Times, stating that, although 
the directors have always watched the progress of the Brin- 
disi route, in order to be able to meet any application from 
the English Government respecting a postal communication 
between that port and Alexandria, they have never received 
any proposition of the nature described from the Italian 
Government; that they have not made any application to 
that Government, or in any other quarter, on the subject 
of an engineer to inspect the line from Susa; and that they 
have not had such a step in contemplation at all. As there 
is very little probability of Her Masxzsry’s Government 
using any exertion to effect a change of route, we may 
safely assume that Marseilles will still be the port of de- 
parture for along while to come. 


PROPOSED COLONIAL SOCIETY. 

A RESOLUTION has been come to by a number of highly 
influential persons to form a society for the purpose of pro- 
moting a better knowledge and understanding of the colo- 
nies and foreign dependencies of this country, and of cement- 
ing the connection and good feeling between them and the 
mother country. The intention is to establish in London a 
“ Roya. Corona Soctety,” consisting of Fellows and a 
Council, which shall occupy, as regards the colonies, the 
position filled by the Royal Society with regard to science, 
or the Royal Geographical Society with regard to geo- 
graphy. In this society each colony will be represented, as 
well as India, Canada, &c. It is proposed eventually: to 
open a lecture hall, a library and reading room, and a 
museum of science, industry, and commerce, where the 
natural and other products and resources of the several 
colonies will be exhibited, and their various uses and capa- 
bilities explained. The society will also afford opportuni- 
ties for the reading of papers and the holding of discussions 
upon colonial subjects generally, and will undertake those 
investigations in connection with the colonies, which are 
carried out in a more general field by the Royal Society, 
the Royal Geographical Society, the Society of Arts, and 
by similar bodies in Great Britain. It is justly considered 
essential to the well being of the society that it should be 
entirely non-political, and any organisation for political pur- 
poses will be forbidden by the fundamental rules. 

In furtherance of this project, a meeting was held at 
Willis’s Rooms, on the 26th of June, at which Lord Bury 
(who takes a leading part in the development of the scheme, 
and will probably be President of the Society) took the 
chair. After some preliminary discussion, it was unani- 
mously decided to take immediate steps to carry the pro- 
ject into execution, and a provisional committee was 
appointed for that purpose, which includes the Duke of 
MancuEsTeER, the Marquis of Normansy, the Rt. Hon. 
CuicnestEer FortescuE; Mr. Leonarp Wray, and other 
influential names, with power to add to their number. Al- 
ready, we are informed, some two hundred members of the 
House of Commons and a large number of Peers have 
promised to enrol themselves as Fellows, and it is under- 
stood that Her Masesty and the Prince of Waxes will 
be Patrons. A pamphlet setting forth the objects of the 
society is in preparation, and will be widely circulated in 
the various colonies and dependencies, so as to afford the 
residents therein an opportunity of giving their support to 
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the society and profiting by its advantages. One of the 
principal motives of the society is to procure a full and

Strange to say, this important move- 
ment has been entirely ignored by the greater portion of 
the English press, while the two or three journals that have 
noticed it have confined themselves to a few brief remarks. 


EXTENSION OF THE INDIA AND CHINA SERVICE 
OF THE MESSAGERIES IMPERIALES. 

Tur French company has got its increased grant through 
the Corps Legislatif, with a majority of one hundred and 
ninety-three against two negative votes. There was no special 
opposition to the proposal, except that of the Objector- 
General, M. Povyer Quertier, and of M. Garnier Paces, 
who opposed on account of the state of the finances of the 
country ; the ground thus taken was only tov strong, 
but the reasoning upon it was fallacious, as finances are not 
to be bolstered by cutting down productive, but by lopping 
unproductive limbs. The Opposition speeches, divested of 
verbiage, may be given in ten lines, and the Ministerial reply 
may be condensed into about the same space. The first- 
named deputy wanted the subject deferred to next year, be- 
cause the company was doing well, and paying 10 to 11 per 
cent. dividend per annum, and, therefore, could afford to 
wait ; besides which, he said that the French company was 
paid by the State at double the rate of the Peninsular and 
Oriental Company. “And for what result?” he asked. “ Have 
“you two hundred millions of subjects in India? Have you 
“Australia to supply, and all those numberless interests 
“ which demand England’s attention in the East? What 
“does the company of the Messageries Imperialesin the East ? 
“ Tt developes English commerce. It is principally British 
* merchandise which it carries out and home. Is it natural 
“that we should not protest, when we know thet with all 
“ these subventions and guarantees our internal navigation 
“might have been completed? Yes, you might have made 
“ the fortune of the whole country instead of only that of a 
“single company!” “The English company receives 
« £400,000, which, under certain circumstances, may be in- 
“ creased to £500,000, for the Indianand Australian service, 
“ while ours receives £709,000 for a much less extended and 
“ Jess necessary service.” The objection of M. Garxter Paces 
was based on very different grounds, and he only echoed the 
general sentiment of all independent men in France when he 
said :—“ Tt is not the first time that all financial questions 
“ have been delayed till the end of the session. Such a pro- 
“cess ought not to be repeated. A Bill relating to local 
“ roads, Bills relating to railroads, to transatlantic steamers, 
“and budgets, all to be examined at once! Is it possible ? 
“T demand, therefore, that the subject stand over till next 
“session, in order to establish a precedent, to make an ex- 
‘ample, to prevent all important questions being huddled 
“ together at the end of the session.” Of course M. Garnier 
Pages was met at once by the order of the day being moved 
against him. 

As regards the statements of. M. Povrer QuermTiER, M. le 
Vicomte ReILLE, reporter of the committee, and the only 
speaker on the other side, said “That the difference 
“between the rate of subvention of the English and 
“French companies was not so large as it might appear, 
“as out of the 483,000 leagues run over by the P. and O. 
“ Company, 151,000 were in the seas of Europe, that is to 
“say, between Marseilles, Southampton, and Alexandria, and 
“ these voyages cost much less than those in the India and 
“ China seas. Coal cost in England sixteen to seventeen 
“ francs, in the Mediterranean about thirty, and in India 
“seventy francs ; the pay of the officers and men, every- 
“ thing in fact, costs twice as much in the Eastern seas.” 
The European service of the Messayeries Imperiales is set 
down at 24,000 leagues, and in each case it is taken at half 
the rate of the oceanic service, andthe parallel is pursued in 
the following manner :— Moreover, the services are of a 
“ different nature; between Suez and Bombay the English 
“ packets have no competition—they concur with the Indian 
“ lines of railway ; it is the greatest and most frequented 
“ postal communication which England possesses, and this 
“service should not be taken at more than three-quarters of 
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“ Galle into account ; the company maintained that unless 
“ it were included it could not accept the arrangement. It 
“igs the route of the opium trade of the Malabar coast, and 
“ yields the company large profits. Again, the French 
“ company is bound to carry gratuitously, or at reduced rates, 
“ various persons, such as missionaries, sisters, and others, 
“and the charge under this head amounted last year to 
“ £28,000, and for the extended service it would average 
“ £40,000.” 

By this clever pinching a little here and squeezing a bit 
there the reporter brings the French subvention to £38.89 
per league, the English being £38.57, while the latter may 
be increased by its guarantee to £45.86. The calculation 
smacks not a little of the friendly actuary, the fact being 
that the English subsidy can in no case exceed 7s. 8d. 
per mile, or 29 francs the marine league. “ The subvention 
“proposed,” said M. le Vicomte ReiLLe, “is in no way ex- 
“orbitant ; we havea great interest in sustaining the company 
“on a footing of equality with the English compauy if we 
“would not be dependent on England for our commercial 
“postal communication. As to the urgency—if we lose one 
“or two years the customers which our company has created 
“ in India and China will go to the English. The advantages 
“which we should thus lose may be understood by the fol- 
“ lowing facts:—In 1861 the whole trade in and out amounted 
“ to 4,213,000 franes ; in 1862, to 5,600,000 francs ; in 1863 
“the packets were established, and the trade rose to 
“ 28,000,000 in 1864, to 32,064,000 in 1865, and to 
“71,000,000 in 1866. The trade had been multiplied by 
“ fifteen!” Andso the Bill became law, and the Messageries 
Imperiales Company obtains its extra £136,000. 

The Messageries Company has not published its annual 
report in England this year, but it appeared in Paris just 
previous to the discussion in the Corps Legislatif. The docu- 
ment is a very satisfactory one for the sharcholders, who get 
10 per cent. dividend for the year. It appears that the fleet 
of the company has been increased by two new vessels, the 
Tanaisand the Hoogly, and that there are three other vessels 
on the stocks at La Ciotat, near Marseilles). The number of 
the fleet afloat and in construction is give at sixty-one 
vessels, with a total of 18,905-horse power, and 113,253 
tons displacement. The year 1867 was marked by the 
absence of a single accident. The entire distance run 
over by the company was 504,000 marine leagues, “ the 
“largest amount, we believe,” the report says, “achieved 
“by any postal ‘navigation company.” The directors of 
the company are far from considering the Government 
over indulgent, and they tell their shareholders in the report 
that they tried (who shall blame them ?) to get f.42.50 per 
league for the entire term, or about one-sixth more on the 
whole term. 

The means for working the extra India and China service 
are to be obtained by the raising of sixteen and a half mil- 
lions of francs (£660,000), one-third in shares and two-thirds 
in debentures at 5 per cent., each holder of existing shares 
in the company having the option of taking one new share 
and two new debentures for every teu shares in his possession. 
The report does not state when the new service will com- 
mence, but we are informed on authority, as we have already 
stated, that the fortnightly mail will be put on early next year 








THE INDO-EUROPEAN TELEGRAPH. 

The Times announces that five cargoes of stores, consisting of 
Siemen’s iron posts and insulators and of wire, have already left 
England for Persia. These will be transshipped at St. Petersburg 
into smaller steamers, which will take them through the Neva and 
the Volga to Astrachan, where they will again be transshipped for 
the ports of Rescht, Lencoran, and Astara, on the north coast of 
Persia. From these ports they will be conveyed to the interior 
on mules. It is expected they will arrive at their destination 
(about five thousand miles distant) in October, when the erection 
of the line will at once be proceeded with, a staff of superintend- 
ing engineers having already left this country for that purpose. 
The three scientific advisers of the company—Gencral Von Luders, 
the Director-General of Russian Telegraphs ; Colonel Von Chau- 
vin, the Director-General of North German Telegraphs ; and Mr. 
W. I. Barlow, C.E.— have met lately at Berlin in order to decide 
upon the mode of construction of this international work, the 
execution of which has been undertaken by Messrs. Siemens 
Brothers, and is to be finished before the end of next year. The 
cable in the Black Sea is to have three nsulated conductors, to be 
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enclosed by a copper sheath, to protect them from oxidation and 

he attacks of marine insects, which abound in those regions. The 
Indian Government have decided to add another conductor to 
their existing lines between Teheran and Kurrachee in anticipa- 
tion of the increased traffic to be expected from this new line, and 
the Russian and Prussian Governments have formally declared 
that, in case of war, the transmission of commercial messages will 
not be interrupted. 
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JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF PRIVY COUNCIL. 
IN THE MATTER OF THE PETITION OF EDWARD H. POLLARD. 


This was a petition to the Queen (and referred to the Judicial Com- 
mittee) by Mr. Pollard, a barrister, practising at Hong Kong, who by 
the Chief Justice was suspended for some days, and fined 200 dollars 
(£50) for a contempt of Court. The fine had been paid, and Mr. Pol- 
lard complained of the course adopted towards him, and wished the 
stigma to be removed. An Order in Council just issued conveys the 
decision, which, as we fully anticipated, is entirely in Mr. Pollard’s 
favour on all the points. It is as follows :— 

“At the Court of Windsor Castle, the 19th day of June, 1868. 
Present, the Quecn’s Most Excellent Majesty, the Lord President, the 
Lord Steward, the Duke of Buckingham, Mr. Disraeli. 


** Whereas there was this day read at the Board a report from the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council, dated the 16th June instant, 
in the words following :— 

“Your Majesty having been pleased by your Order in Council of 
the 4th November, 1867, to refer unto this Committee the matter of 
the Petition of Edward Hutchinson Pollard, one of your Majesty's 
Counsel for the colony of Hong Kong, against the sentence passed 
upon the said Edward Hutchinson Pollard by the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court in that colony on the 2nd July, 1867, setting forth that 
the Petitioner is a barrister-at-law, and one of your Majesty’s Counsel 
in and for the Colony of Hong Kong; that on the 2nd day of July, 
1867, the Honourable the Chief Justice of the said colony of Hong 
Kong pronounced a sentence that the Petitioner had been guilty of 
contempt of the Supreme Court of the said colony, and adjudged that 
the Petitioner should be fined in the sum of two hundred dollars, and 
further that the Petitioner should be suspended from practising before 
the said Court asa barrister and advocate for a period of fourteen days 
or until the said fine should be sooner paid; that the Petitioner, feel- 
ing himself aggrieved by the said sentence, and being advised that the 
_ Same was oppressive and illegal, presented a petition to your Majesty 

setting forth the facts of the case, and praying, amongst other things, 
that the said matter of the said petition might be referred to this Com- 
mittee ; and the Petitioner now humbly prays that the matter of the 
said petition and the several proceedings of the said Chief Justice in 
relation to the said sentence of the 2nd day of July, 1867, may be in- 
vestigated and inquired into, and that the said sentence may be wholly 
rescinded, reversed and expunged from the minutes of the said Court, 
or that the Petitioner may have such justice and redress as to your 
Most Gracious Majesty may seem fit and proper.—The Lorps oF THE 
Committee, in obedience to your Majesty's said order of reference, have 
taken the said humble petition into consideration, and, having heard 
counsel on behalf of the said Edward Hutchinson Pollard, and having 
likewise been attended by counsel on behalf of his Honour the Chief 
Justice of Hong Kong, their Lordships do this day agree humbly to 
report to your Majesty that in their judgment no person should he 
punished for contempt of Court, which is a criminal offence, unless the 
specific offence charged against him be distinctly stated, and an oppor- 
tunity of answering it given to him; and that, in the present case, 
their Lordships are not satisfied that a distinct charge of the offence 
was stated, with an offer to hear the answer thereto before sentence was 
passed. Their Lordships further report to your Majesty that on the 
proceedings before them it appears that Mr. Pollard has received one 
sentence as for six several offencez, and that in the statemert of those 
alleged offenccs in the judgment pronounced by the Chief Justice their 
Lordships are not satisfied that each of the six amounted to a contempt 
of Court, or was legally an offence. For these reasons their Lordships 
humbly recommend to your Majesty that your Majesty should be 
graciously pleased to remit the fine of two hundred dollars which was 
imposed on the said Edward Hutchinson Pollard by the order of the 
2nd July, 1867.” 

Her Magesty, having taken the report into consideration, was 
pleased by and with the advice of Her Privy Council to approve thereof 
and of what is therein recommended, and to order, as it is hereby 
ordered, that the said fine of two hundred dollars, which was imposed 
on the eaid Edward Hutchinson Pollard by the order of the 2nd July, 
1867, be, and the same is hereby, remitted. Whereof the Governor, 
Lieutenant-Governor, or Commander-in-Chief of the colony of Hong 
Kong for the time being, and all other persons whom it may concern, 
are to take notice and govern themselves accordingly.

EXCHEQUER CHAMBER. 
MODY V. GREGSON. 

This was an appeal under a ‘‘ bill of exceptions’’ from the decision 
given by Baron Bramwell in December last, as to the liability of the 
vendors of piece goods proved to be largely adulterated with china 
clay. (The judgment delivered by the learned baron was given at 
length in our issue of January 18.) 

Mr. Manisty, Q.C., said he appeared for the defendants in this case, 
andjit arose upon a bill of exceptions to the ruling of the learned 
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Judge before whom the case was tried. The declaration stated that 
in consideration that the plaintiff had agreed to buy certain goods of 
the defendants at a certain price, the defendants had promised to de- 
liver the eame within a certain period, and that the same so delivered 
should be of merchantable quality. The case came on for trial, and the 
plaintiffs called a witness, who gave evidence that he was instructed by 
the plaintiffs to purchase 2,500 pieces of gray shirting; that he received 
from the defendants’ agents a sample of the goods, and he ordered 
them according to the sample; that the defendants delivered divers 
pieces of gray shirting. It afterwards was discovered that a quantity 
of china clay had been introduced into the shirting with a view of in- 
creasing the weight of the goods, and this was alleged to be a fraud, 
and that the goods were not according to the sample. The learned 
Judge directed the jury that under the circumstances stated, if the 
goods were bought by sample there was an implied warranty that they 
were equal to the sample, and if the jury were of opinion that they 
were not then they ought to find a fverdict for the plaintiff. The 
learned counsel submitted that that direction was erroncous. The 
action was purely ex contraclu—it was founded on the contract alone. 
The simple question was what was the contract. The sample was ap- 
proved and the order was given upon the sample. If the defendants 
had put in the china clay for the purpose of adding to the weight, then 
they had committed a fraud; but the contention was that the de- 
fendants were perfectly ignorant of the fact of the china clay having 
been introduced. There might bea latent defect, but that did not 
constitute a fraud. It was submitted that the words used at the time 
did not amount to a warranty, but if they did it was not shown that 
the defendants were cognisant of the deception. 

Sir G. Honyman, on the other side, contended that when a person 
undertook to purchase goods, unless there was an opportunity of in- 
spection, he was entitled to have merchantable goods. The learned 
Judge was right in his direction. 

The Court took time for consideration. 


COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
FINNEY V. GRANT. 


This was a special case stated to obtain the judgment of the Court as 
to the amount of freight payable to the plaintiff, a shipowner, under 
the following circumstances :—By the charter party it was provided 
that the ship was to sail from an English port to Singapore with a cargo 
of coals, and there discharge, and load a return cargo for England, and 
the freight for the whole voyage was to be paid “at the rate of £5 5s. 
per ton of 20 cwt. of coals delivered” at Singapore. On the voyage to 
Singapore a part of the coals was necessarily jettisoned, and the question 
was whether, in calculating the freight payable by the defendant, the 
charterer, for the voyage out and home the coals so jettisoned were to 
be taken into consideration. : 

For the plaintiff it was urged that the rule of law is that freight is 
payable on goods which have been shipped, even if it be found neces- 
sary to jettison them on the voyage ; but 

The Court held that the parties had agreed that the freight should 
depend on the number of tons of coal delivered at Singapore, and that 
the coals jettisoned were not to be taken into account, and gave judg- 
ment for the defendant. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
BROWN VY. CATOR AND OTHERS. 


The plaintiff daring the American war shipped as engineer and fire- 
man aboard the Fire Queen on a voyage from New York to the Chinese 
seas, and he sued the defendants for wrongful dismissal and for wages, 
and for not supplying him with proper food according to agreement. 
It was said that the captain, finding wages far lower when he got to 
Shanghai, was anxious to get rid of the plaintiff and others whose 
wages were $50 a month. He tried to discharge them, but as they 
said it was part of their contract that they were to be landed in Eng- 
land they refused to leave the ship. The captain said he would work 
them and starve them till they would be glad to beg for their discharge. 
Accordingly he fed them on hard bread and sect them to shovel the 
coals from one bunker to another and then back again, and kept them 
at this work ‘‘ for seventeen hours steady” without sleep ; for twenty- 
five days they were kept on salt beef and mouldy bread in port or 
trading from port to port. At Hankow the plaintiff showed some of 
the meat and bread to the Congul, who said that they were bad, and 
told the captain he must give the crew some fresh provisions. They 
then got the skin and gristle of fresh meat fried up, which was an im- 
provement. They next got some rice and fish, which was so bad that 
even the Chinamen on board would not eat it. The Consul at 


| Shanghai sent a letter to the Consul at Hankow, telling him to mind 


his own business and not to interfere. At Shanghai they went to the 
Consul ; the Consul told them to go to the agents, Lindsay and 
Co. They went to the agents, who told them to go to the 
Consul. They returned to the Consul, and he told them to go 
to the devil. Ilowever, they returned to the ship and spoke to 
the captain, who told them there was no scale of provisions in 
their articles, and from that time they bought their own food, for 110 
days, at ¢1 a day. Eventually, of the original crew, fifty-three in 
number, some went ashore and got drunk, eight went to California, 
and the plaintiff and four others stuck to the ship. At length, at 
Shanghai, there was an interview between them, the captain, and Mr. 
Markham, the Consul, at which the captain proposed to pay them u 
to the end of their year, and to send them home in the Lalla Roo, 
The men wanted their pay up to the date of their landing in England, 
and refused the captain’s offer. A man named Churchill was sent off 
by the Consul for twelve hours’ hard labour. After several visits to 
the Congulate, and attempts to induce the sailors to acccpt their dis- 
charges, they were told to leave the Fire King, she having a full crew 
of Chinamen, and in the end they did so, and went aboard the Lalla 
Rookh. They, however, made one more attempt to return to the Fire 
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King, but were refused, and finally they sailed in the Lalla Rookh, 
arrived in England in due time, and brought their action. 

The defence was that the plaintiff had agreed to be discharged, and 
to accept a passage to England and pay up to the date of such discharge. 


The jury found for the plaintiff for £22 14s. 2d., and this verdict 
caused the amicable settlement of several actions arising out of the 
same facts. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE DADABHOY BYRANMJEE. 


The bankrupt, who came before the Court upon his own petition, 
asked to pass his examination and for an order of discharge. He was 
described as late of 22, Great St. Helen's, Citv, and of Liverpool, mer- 
chant, trading in co-partnership with Rustomjee Cowasjee. The 
accounts showed debts of £6,452, with doubtful debta of £900, the 
failure being attributable to loans in trading. 

Mr. Reed, who appeared for the assignees, did not oppose. He said 
the bankrupts had made consignments of goods to Bombay, but, in 
consequence of the rapid fall of the markets, a deficiency of 50 per 
cent. accrued.—The Court granted the desired order. 


RE GEORGE LYALL. 

On the 29th ult., Mr. Lyall again appeared before the court for dis- 
charge, which was opposed by Mr. Liebert, of Manchester. The counsel 
for Mr. Liebert examined Mr. Lyall at considerable length, and read a 
large amount of correspondence between Mr. Lyall and his partner, 
Mr. Maclean, with a view of establishing that the firm of Lyall, Still 
and Co. was hopelessly insolvent in 1865, and that the goods purchased 
subsequently were imported for the purpose of raising money on. The 
case is again adjourned until the fourth instant. The impression is 
that the discharge will be granted, as the present bankruptcy law does 
not meet the case. u 


COURT OF CHANCERY. 
NARRONDUS VY. SPRINGFIELD. 

This was an appeal from Vice-Chancellor Malins. The plaintiffs 
were merchants at Shanghai, carrying on their business under the firm 
of Jamsetjee Nusserwanjee and Co. The defendants, Messrs. Osborn 
Springfield and Charles Morley Robison the younger, were merchants 
in London, carrying on business under the firm of Springfield, Son, 
and Nephew. The defendants, Messrs. Robert Crawford Antrobus, 


John Springfield Robison, Hugh Hamilton Lindsay, and Alexander 
Michie were merchants at Shanghai, carrying on business under the 
firm of Lindsay and Co. After the bill in this suit was filed Lindsay 
and Co. executed a deed of arrangement witb their creditors, and the 
trustees of this deed were made parties to the suit. ‘he question was 
whether a bill of exchange for £4,496 15s. 4d., which was drawn by 
Jardine, Matheson, and Co., of Shanghai, upon, and accepted by, 
Matheson and Co., of London, and which had been remitted to Spring- 
field, Son, and Nephew by Lindsay and Co. (Springfield, Son, and 
Nephew being the London correspondents of Lindsay and Co.), had 
been specifically appropriated by the plaintiffs’ firm for the purpose of 
covering two bills drawn in March, 1865, by the plaintiffs upon Spring- 
field, Son, and Nephew, payable to the order of Lindsay and Co. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that these two bills, which were for £5,060 
each, were drawn by the plaintiffs’ firm against a shipment of 605 
bales of cotton, made by them to Springfield, Son, and Nephew—this 
cotton being of the estimated value of £5,500. The plaintiffs then 
intended to consign further cotton to cover the two bills, but the price 
of cotton having fallen they abandoned this intention, and, instead of 
doing 80, they handed to Lindsay and Co. the balance of the two bills, 
they undertaking to remit the balance to Springfield, Son, and Nephew 
by means of bills or draughts, which were to be specifically appro- 
priated to meet so much of the two bills for £5,000 as the proceeds 
of the 605 bales of cotton might be insufficient to meet. The bill 
already mentioned for £4,496 15s. 4d. was, as the plaintiffs alleged, 
remitted by Lindsay and Co. to Springfield, Son, and Nephew, in pur- 
suance of this undertaking. The two bills for £5,000 were never 
accepted by Springfield, Son, and Nephew, and the result was that 
One of the plaintiffs’ firm accepted them on behalf of the firm. The 
bills of lading of the cotton were handed over to the holders of one of 
the bills for £5,000. Under these circumstances, the plaintiffs by 
this suit claimed to have the bill for £4,496 15s. 4d. applied as an 
indemnity against the other bill for £5,000, which was in the hands of 
the Bank of Hindustan. The case of the defendants, Springfield, 
Son, and Nephew, was that that they received the bill for £4,496 
15s. 4d. from Lindsay and Co., as a remittance on their account, and 
not for the specific purpose alleged by the plaintiffs, and that before 
any claim was made by the plaintiffs to that bill they (Springfield, 
Son, and Nephew) had placed the proceeds to the credit of Lindsay 
and Co., and under these circumstances they insisted that the plaintiffs 
had no right to have the bill specifically appropriated to indemnify 
them. The Vice-Chancellor was of opinion that the plaintiffs were 
entitled to what they asked if it could be proved that the bill for 
£4,496 153. 4d. was actually purchased with their money, in which 
reepect his Honour thought that the evidence was insufficient, and he 
therefore directed inquiries on this point. From this decree Mesars. 
Springfield, Son, and Nephew appealed. 

Mr. Cotton and Mr. Ferrers appeared for the appellants, Mr. 
Glasse and Mr. Eddis for the plaintiffs, and Mr. De Gex and Mr. G. 
W. Lawrance, for Lindsay and Co.’s trustees, were not called upon. 


Their Lordships agreed with the Vice-Chancellor, and dismissed the 
appeal with costa. 
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Telegrams via Kiachta announcing the opening of the silk mar- 
ket at Shanghai at 30s. for No. 3 Tsatlees, and the new teas at 
Hankowat 2s. 1d. to 2s. 5d., were received onthe 29th June. On 
the 3rd inst., via Galle, dates from Hong Kong to June 13th, 
Shanghai Sth, and Foochow 6th were received, and confirmed pre- 
vious telegrams received on 22nd June, of the opening of Foochow 
market at 2s. 2d. to 2s. 5d. Nothing distinct or reliable has been 
received regarding the quality, which is of course the chief point 
of interest. The prices are under expectations, but are certainly 
high enough. 

The trial of the case by the consignees, per Wild Deer, for 
damaged teas is likely to be delayed by the appointment of a 
commission to examine witnesses in Shanghai. The owners appear 
confident of gaining the case if brought on for trial. 

The scheme which has for some time been on foot to establish a 
new India and China Bank is, we understand, abandoned, at least 
for the present. 

The biddings for Government bills on India were held on the 
Ist inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were, to 
Calcutta, 18,59,000 rs., and to Madras, 1,41,000 rs. The minimum 
price was fixed at 1s. 10$d. on both these presidencies. Tenders 
at 1s. 103d. will receive about 47 per cent. It thus appears that, — 
while Government reduced their terms by about }d., or 1 per cent., 
the rates actually paid have been somewhat higher than on the 
last occasion. 

The bar silver and Mexican dollars by the last West India 
steamer were sold at 5s. 03d. and 4s. 103d. respectively, showing no 
change. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Pera, from Southampton on the 27th June was—In gold, to 
Galle, £220; to Bombay, £1,700 ; to Madras, £260 ; in silver, to 
Shanghai, £13,160 ; total in gold, £2,180; in silver, £13,160. 

The proceedings of the shareholders in the Commercial Bank of 
India it appears have practically stopped the progress of liquida- 
tion for the present. The court has not sanctioned the payment 
of the dividend which is now ready in the hands of the liquidator. 
Whether these proceedings will ultimately result in favour of the 
sharcholders is very doubtful. 

The Lords of the Privy Council have sanctioned an appeal 
from the decision of the Chief Justice of Hong Kong in the case 
of the Jsca, although the proper time for giving notice at Hong 
Kong had expired when application was made there. The ques- 
tion at issue is whether a shipmaster is or is not warranted in 
including his cargo in a bottomry bond, necessary to raise funds 
to enable him to convey it to its destination; and it will be a 
satisfaction to have the point decided by the highest judicial 
authority. 

The report of the directors and auditors of the Assam Company, 
presented at the annual meeting held on the 29th ult., states that 
there is little doubt that the year 1867 will be found to have re- 
sultedjin a loss of about £16,000, following the heavy loss of 1866, 
The cause is a great falling off in the out-turn of tea, consequent 
upon unfavourable weather. Hopes are held out, however, that 
the company will be in « position to pay a small interim dividend 
in January next. 

As wo have already intimated, the Royal Mail steamers now pro- 
ceed through from Southampton to Colon, and vice versa ; conse- 
quently, passengers, specie, and goods for Japan and China are no 
longer transshipped at an intermediate port between Southampton 
and the Isthmus, but are conveyed to Colon in the same steamer 
on board which they embark at Southampton. Passengers embark- 
ing at Colon for England come home without transfer. 

The report of the directors of the Oriental Hotels Company 
(Limited), presented at the general meeting on the lst of July, 
states that the business of the Galle Hotel for 1867 was satisfactory, 
showing a net profit of £3,427. With regard to the Cairo Hotel 
however, the directors see grounds to modify their anticipation, 
of profit. Amongst the causes of the present embarrassed state 
of the company’s finances is the large amount paid for the land 
at Cairo, and, inasmuch as this land was purchased by the com- 
pany with the special sanction of the Viceroy, in connection with 
projects for public improvements which have now fallen through, 
the directors are strictly of opinion that upon adequate repre- 
sentations being made to his Highness, the price paid for the 
land ought to be refunded to them. The report was adopted, and 
it was resolved to issue debentures to the extent of £30,000,

The returns of the Board of Trade for the month of May showa 
falling off of £1,266,829, or about & per cent. in the dechuwed 
value of our exportations compared with those of the corréspbnd- 
ing month of each of the two preceding years—a result entirely 
due to the diminution in our cotton shipments, which have been 
less by £1,257,538 than those of May, 1867. As regards cotton 
yarn, the reduction has been 25 per cent. in value and 29 per cent. 
in praia while in cotton goods it has been 18 percent. in value 
and 13 per cent. in quantity. A falling off is likewise observable 


in several other articles, but the exports of woollen and worsted’ 


manufactures have been well maintained, showing an increase 
over last year, while in woollen and worsted yarn there is an in- 
crease over both the previous years. The following shows the 
total declared value of the exports of British and Irish produce 
and manufactures for the month of May in the last three years :— 
May, 1866, £15,870,131; May, 1867, £15,936,864 ; May, 1868, 
£14,670,035. For the first five months of the present year the 
declared value of our exportations has been £70,668,103, or about 
2 per cent. less than in the same period of 1867, and about 10 per 
cent. less than in 1866. 

The present returns give the “computed real value” of the 
principal articles imported for the month of April. The amount is 
more than last year, but considerably less than in 1866 :—April, 
1866, £24,034,877; April, 1867, |£19,816,597; April, 1868, 


£21,963,955. Similar results are presented by a comparison of 


the value of the imports for the first four months, the inference 
being that the distress occasioned by the panic of 1866 obliged us 
to economise largely in our imports of foreign and colonial pro- 
duce, and that it has latterly Recoae necessary to replenish our 
stocks. For the first four months of this year the value of the 
imports was £68,373,049, against £64,142,642 in the correspond- 
ing period of 1867.

TEA. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and (o.’s Circular says :— We have no im- 
provement to notice in the tone of our market during the past fort- 
night, business continuing on the same extremely limited scale which 
we have had to report during the past six weeks, there being still no 
demand of any consequence either for home consumption or export. 
The inherent strength of the market has been severely tested by this 
long state of dulness and inactivity, and the very slight reduction 
which has taken place shows that the confidence of holders is still 
maintained by the gradual reduction in stocks which is taking place. 

*‘ Concous.—Siftings show scarcely any alteration in prices, but 
there is less activity in the demand. Broken-leaf kinds have sold 
rather lower. Fair to good common have shown some weakness, very 
good common having been sold at 1s. 3d. per lb. Fair flavoury kinds 
are difficult of sale at a reduction of 4d. per lb. Fair to good Kaisows 
are also difficult of sale, whilst the finer kinds remain without inquiry. 
Amoy kinds remain without alteration. Common black-leaf kinds 
have sold rather easier, the quality of some of the recent arrivals being 
below the average. Fair to good remain steady, but the transactions 
have been only on a moderate scale. A few sales of good to fine 
Moning have been made at the decline last quoted. In new-make 
Canton kinds there is no material alteration. Oolongs: common to 
Medium kinds remain heavy of sale even at the low prices current; 
finest still inquired for. Souchongs show no alteration. In Flowery 
Pekoes there not been much doing. Scented Teas: some arrivals 
of Caper have been sold at a slight reduction in price. Common to 
fair Orange Pekoes have sold from 1s. 1d. to 1s. 8d. per Ib., the better 
kinds being neglected. Foochow kinds are rather more difficult to 
move, and prices show 4d. per Ib. fall. Im uneoloured Japans business 
remains on a limited scale. 

“* GREEN Teas.—The amount of business done has been very small, 
and barely sufficient to alter quotations, but for some of the finer kinds 
of Moyune, better prices have been offered. Ping Sueys have sold at 
the reduction last quoted; Common Canton Gunpowders have sold

** The Stock in the United Kingdom on the 80th ult. was estimated 
at 77,800,000 lbs, against 92,500,000 Ibs., and the quantity afloat 
5,173,260 lbs., against 5,718,000 Ibs.” 

Messrs. Sillar and Bateman’s report says :—‘‘ The quietness noticed 
in our last report has continued. In fact, ever since the heavy duty 
payments in April, previous to the bringing out of the Budget, the 
market may be said to have been almost in abeyance. 

‘The trade throughout the country has hitherto been most unwill- 
ing to raise the price to their retail customers, and have been ranning 
off their old stocks rather than submit to the advance which had been 
established. In one or two cases owners have pressed sales, and the 
result has been a fall of 1d. per lb. and upwards in some descriptions 
of Congou. 

‘< Telegrams have been received advising the opening of the markets 
both at Hankow and Foochow; at the former port prices are said to 
rule 3 to 5 taela higher than last year, and at the latter port 3 taels 
higher. Onur own telegram came to hand on the 22nd inst.—prices 
were not named, but the market at Foochow was reported to have 
pn ‘quietly.’ 2,000 tons were coming forward round the Cape 

yy steam. . 

‘Only two vessels have arrived during the last month, with 
1,112,660 lbs. The deliveries (from official returns) are 8,250,000 lbs. 
The quantity of old season’s tea now afloat from China and Japan is 
5,500,000 lbs., of which 3,400,000 lbs. is Congou. There are also afloat 
1,795,000 Ibs. of Assam and Indian teas. These—with what new sea- 
son's teas may arrive by steamer and overland—constitute our supply 
until the clippers become due, say 15th September, any excess in the 
deliveries over this will therefore have to be drawn from the stock.” 

The Produce Markets Review of last week says:—‘‘A tele- 
gram, dated Foochow, May 23rd, has been received in London 
announcing the opening of the Tea market at that port, and 
that the settlements amounted to 30,000 chests, at prices 3 taels 
higher than last year. This information is somewhat meagre, as 
nothing is stated as to the quality of the Tea, neither is there any in- 
formation respecting the departure of vessels for England. The season 
appears to be a week or two earlier than that of last year, so that, in 

e event of no delay occurring at the ports, the first arrivals with the 
new crop may be looked for early in September; this, however, is too 
early, if the present apathy of the dealers as regards fine Teas be any 
criterion, and we are prepared to find that there will be leas disposition 
than usual to buy from the first arrivals, unless the quality should 
pore unusually attractive. There is, at the present time, far more 

rst-crop Kaisow Tea in this country than is required, and merchants 
are anxions to realise without delay. The demand this week has been 
very quiet ; merchants do not, however, press their Teas, but the trade 
hold aloof, and buy only the most attractive and readily saleable par- 
eels. Any idea of an advance in common Congou seems now to be 
abandoned, and, we believe, nothing short of a substantial fall in this 
class of Tea will improve trade.” 


SILK. 

The Silk Market became more active during the latter part of June 
and as it became more and more evident that the crop in Europe 
would be worse than last year, and prices unprecedentedly high, 
buyers began to turn their attention more seriously to Asiatic Silk, 
and a large business has resulted, accompanied with a considerable 
advance in prices. Messrs. Jacomb, Hogg, and Co.’s Circular says : -- 
‘In China Silk transactions have been very extensive, and the market 
has been almost cleared of fair and medium Taatlees, the advance in 
these descriptions being from 1s. to 2s. per lb. Key-Ing Taysaams 
were for a time comparatively neglected, but have latterly been in 
better demand at improved prices. Japan Silk was the first to feel 
the improvement in the market, and fora time all descriptions of 
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Mibash were eagerly bought up at rapidly improving rates, the average 
advance during the month being about 2s. perlb. The deliveries for 
the month, 3,735 bales of China, and 738 bales of Japan, indicate a 
decided increase in the consumption of Asiatic Silk.” : 

Messrs. H. W. Eaton and Sons’ Circular states.—‘‘ Since the public 
sales, the particulars of which were reported upon the 25th ult., the 
market for Silk has continued very active, all classes participating in 
the improved demand, and the business of the month has resulted in 
an advance of 1s. to 2s. per lb. for Chinas. There is now very little 
Silk left in the hands of importers, and the present holders are not at 
all anxious to sell. The improved deliveries will show that the move- 
ment has been well supported by the manufacturers, and is not purely 
speculative, asis too often the case. Canton Silk, in the absence of 
any new arrivals, has been very inactive. In Japans, the stock being 
so limited, offers but little selection to buyers, and the inquiry for the 
fine to finest sorts has caused extreme rates to be paid.

Auctions have comprised about 265 bales, 
nearly the whole of which were disposed of, and privately several par- 
cels of new import have also been placed. Quantity afloat is heavy, 
being 2,350 bales against 1,729 packages last year. Stock, 2,984 pack- 
ages against 2,270 packages in 1867. Chips are still in strong inquiry, 
but prices as compared with the sale mentioned in our last Postscript 
are about 4d. lower, 96 bags fair having been quitted at 9d. to 94d. per 
Ib.., and 46 baga ordinary coarse at 64d. per lb. Shipments continue 
heavy, being 1,031 cwt. and 26 cases. Cloves: Penang have been in 
unusually abundant supply, 126 cases having been offered at auction, 
and holders showing a desire to realise, the bulk was disposed of ; fair 
to middling 93d. to 93d., good bright 93d., and fine to extra bold 10d. 
to 10jd. Nutmegs: Rather important sales have occurred, and prices 
again rule in buyer's favour. Of 94 cases at auction, the bulk was 
placed.

Tapioca.—The market for Penang is extremely dull but firm. Of 
1,399 bags at auction only 160 sold, good to fine at 33d. to 4d., mid- 
dling at 34d. Singapore has participated in the depression, and of 
294 bags at auction, per Empress of India, only 130 bags were quitted 
at 33d. per Ib. for good middling quality. 

Tin.—The market for Straits has remained steady since our last re- 
port, at £91103. on the spot and £92 for arrival with a fair demand. 

uring the past month the Dutch Trading Company gave notice that 
the 40,489 slabs Banca Tin. retired from their March sale, would be 
offered by private tender, in lots of 2,500 slabs, and that offers under 
55 florins would not be considered. Asa result, 2,500 slabs were sold 
at 55.05 florins, an offer of 55 5-16ths for the whole quantity being 
refused, on the ground that the terms stipulated were not in con- 
formity with the company’s regulations. To the uncertainty which 
still exists as to the intentions of the Dutch Trading Company, and to 
the great reluctance on the part of speculators to operate, we must 
attribute the inactivity of this metal, which under other circumstances 
would certainly attract the attention of consumers as well as those who 
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use it for purposes of investment. The stock of Straits Tin in London 
is estimated at 1,710 tons, against 2,200 tons in 1867, and 2,850 tons 
in 1866. The quantity afloat for Europe is 1,183 tons, against 2,105 
tons in 1867, and 1,230 tons in 1866. The quantity of Banca afloat 
for Europe ia 1,930 tons, against 630 tons last year.

For foreign the market early 
showed signs of weakness, and transactions have generally been in 
favour of buyers. Later in the month some large parcels of English, 
being pressed for sale, were only quitted by considerable concession on 
nominal rates. During the last week there has been some improve- 
ment in Chili Bara, with transactions at £73 10s. to £74 for spot and 
arrival. At the Swansea ticketing, on the 30th ultimo, the average 
price realised was 14s. O}d. per unit for 3,435 tons of ore. 

Tiy.—In spite of large consumption and favourable statistics this 
market has shown no signs of improvement. Early in the month the 
English smelters declared a reduction of £2 per ton, making Bars 
£97, Blocks and Ingots £96 ; at present these prices are hardly ob- 
tainable. 

Tin PLates.—There was no recovery in the price of Tin Plates during 
the past'month.

MANCHESTER MARKETS. 

Mr. Sam Mendel’s report is as follows:—‘‘The embarrassment oc- 
cagioned by the disproportion in the relative value of Cotton and Manu- 
factured Goods remains unchanged, and in view of the conflicting 
opinions entertained as to the extent of the future supply of the raw 
material, the trade moves heavily, and with disadvantage to those in- 
terested. The principal recognised features that usually determine 
the action of buyers and control the course of prices are at present 
difficult of assimilation. The absence of large stocks in many foreign 
markets is neutralised by recent and continued heavy exports, more 
especially to the East. A probable insufficiency of the supply of cot- 
ton is shown when compared with the quantity available at same date 
last year, and if we go back to 1866, the prospect is by no means 
hopeful for millowners securing a profitable trade, and it can 
be only a question of time when they will be forced into further 
reduced hours of working than yet adopted. Much as all feel this 
measure called for, comparatively few have resorted to this saving 
policy, and many of the mills that were put on to working four days 
out of the six have again resumed full time working within the 
last few days. The result is, spinners and manufacturers are now 
ina worse position than at the close of last month. Figures are 
put forth to show that we have an ample supply of Cotton, yet none 
of these do away with the fact that the visible supplies are below 
those of last year to the extent of 452,965 bales, and we must 
henceforward use less cotton or end the year with very small 
stocks if these be not supplemented by shipments from India on 
a much larger scale than we can venture to anticipate. The effect on 
values the future only can demonstrate. Grey Shirtings: Transac- 
tions were on a very limited scale during the earlier part of the 
month, and prices gave way. At the decline a fair business was done, 
but as stocks became lessened manufacturers put up their rates, which 
served materially to check operations, and stocks are now beginning 
to accumulate. The month closed witha quiet tone. T-Cloths bave 
been in fair request. Good and best makes are more particularly in-
